Churches but he, over which he preſided as Archbiſhop, 


St. Johm was a Companion and Brother in Tribulation, be- 
cauſe of his Baniſhment; by the Tradition of the Church, 
and of Irenens, he was the Writer of the Revelations, and 


was in the Spirit on the Lord's Day. 


2. Jeſus Chriſt is here deſcribed ; he is the faithful Wit⸗ 


nels, the firſt begotten of the Dead, the Prince of the Kings 
of the Earth; he loved ns, and waſhed us from our Sins in 
his own Blood, and hath made us Kings and Prieſts unto 
God, (and this Honour could be given to none but the Apo- 
ſtles.) To him, that is, Chriſt, be Dominion, and Glory for 
ever, v. 6. Behold he cometh with Clouds, and every Eye 
Mall ſee him; and they alſo that pierced him, and all K ing- 
doms of the Earth ſhall wail becauſe of him, (this is a Pro- 
phecy of his Second Coming, as is deſcribed in Zach, 12th, 
after the Conqueſt of Gog.) 


Chriſt is Alpha and Omega, the firſt and laſt, v. 11, He | 
commands St. John to Write to the ſeven Churches; he 
ſpoke with a Voice like a Trumpet, v. 10. He ſhewed the 
Viſion of the ſeven Candleſticks, (Churches in Aſia.) He 
was the Son of Man, as Daniel calls him; clothed with a 
long Garment, like a High-Prieſt, and his glorious Body ap- 
peared thus; his Hairs white as Wooll, and his Eyes as a 
Flame of Fire, his Feet like Braſs in a Furnace, and his

F. The Subject that St. John is commanded to write, is, 
firſt the Viſion of Chriſt, whom he had ſeen in his Glory : 


Then the Admonitions to the ſeven Churches, which are the 


Things that were then amiſs ; and laſtly, the Things which 
ſhall be hereafter, both in Church and Roman Empire ; and 


theſe Things St. John is commanded to write and ſhew to 
his Servants, and happy are they that Read and Hear them. 
And theſe were writ to the ſeven Churches, and there pre- 


ſerved by them ; neither durſt any Chriſtian add or take 


from them any Thing, becauſe of the Curſe upon ſuch as 


ſhould do it. 

Theſe Viſions repreſent certain Events that muſt come to 
paſs, under certain Symbols or Figures, which muſt be ex- 
plained by the Events in the Fourth Empire, or the Romar 
Saracen, Ottoman Hiſtories, and that of the Popedom, an 
Northern Invaſions. The Symbols are called Myfteries; 
they are not to be taken literally, but as Figures of real 
Hiſtories. Theſe Symbols are intermixed, to make the Pro- 
phecy obſcure, but much of the Hiſtory is related, with- 
out any Symbol; and we muſt avoid too much Allegory, and 


making the plain Hiſtory Symbolical; for where the Prophe- 
cy is natural good Senſe, we muſt ſuppoſe no Symbol: It 
was neceſſary to uſe Symbols, becauſe of offending the Ro- 
man Empire then ſtanding, and too much Plainneſs would 


have occaſioned greater Perſecutions againſt Chriſtianity z 


and all the old Prophets made uſe of Symbols, like theſe. | 
The Angels are to be taken literally as glorious Miniſters | 
of God, and not as Symbols; for Men are repreſented by 
ſome Animal; Stars, Trees, or Graſs : But the Account of 
the Millennium, of the two Reſurrections, and two Judg- 
ments, in chap. 20. is plain Hiſtory, and not any Symbol. 
The glorious Viſion of Chriſt put St. John into an ecſtaſie, 
thro' Fear he fell down dead; but he laid his Hand on him, 
and bid him not to Fear. So Daniel, chap. x. became Dumb, 
and retained no Strength, and there was no Breath left in 
him, but the Angel ſtrengthened him. And chap. 8. v. 17. 
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Daniel was afraid, and fell on his Face, v. 27. He fainted, 


and was lick after the Viſion, Theſe were the Effects of 4 
Divine Viſions on true Prophets; thoſe which pretend to 
Viſions have convulſive Motions, which are the Effects of 


Evil Spirits, as we may obſerve in thoſe poſſeſſed by the 


Devil in the Goſpel.

Fountains of Water; their Palms are Signs of Victory. 
That theſe ſealed Jews, 144 Thouſand, are in a ſeparate 
State, appears by chap. 14. where they attend Chriſt, and 
the firſt Fruits redeemed from the Earth: And Eſdras ſays, 
Beheld the number of thoſe that be Sealed in the Feaſt of the 
Lord, which are departed from the Shatlow of the World, and 
have received glorious Garments of the Lord, 2, Eſdr. c.

s * Then an Angel who ſtood at the Altar, offered 


the Prayers of the Saints with Incenſe, upon the Golden 
Altar, which ſtood before the Throne; then the Church 


bad its Golden Altar, and Golden Cenſers, and other rich 


Ornaments at Conſtantinople, the Royal City, and the An- 
gel might repreſent that Patriarch praying at the Euchariſt, 
and the carrying of thoſe Prayers by their Angel to God's 
Throne; but this State of the Church continued a ſmall 
time, for the Angel threw the Coals of the Altar on the 
Earth. This may relate to the Arian Diſputes, and the 
Perſecutions raiſed by tbe Prieſts themſelves ; Arius being 
alſo a Prieſt : And this Hereſie was puniſhed by the Northern 
Nations, who were converted by Arian Biſhops, Theſe 
Differences occaſioned great Seditions repreſented by 
Voices, and Thunders; and A. D. 369, there was a gene- 
ral Earthquake, which forced the Sea over the Shore, and 
it deſtroyed many People, and both Earthquakes and Inun- 
dations are Signs of Invaſions, or Revolutions in the States 
of the Roman Empire, as Winds are of Wars. 372, Nicæa

Carthage 
was taken by the Yandals, or this repreſents the burning of 
Rome, under Genſeric the Vandal, A. D. 455. He came 
with a great Fleet from Afric, pillaged the Houſes and 
Temples 14 Days, and carried with him the Golden Veſſels 
Titus brought from Jeruſalem; and he killed the Emperor. 
In 440 Genſeric invaded Sicily, 446 Theodoſius fought with 
Genſeric at Sea; and theſe Expeditions of the YVanaals are

The third Angel founded, and there fell a great Star from 
Heaven upon the Riyers, and Fountains, © burning as a 
Lamp; the Name of the Star is Wormwood, which made

Aquileia, Milan, and then Fenice was built by them that

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Attila called himſelf flagellum dei, and he boaſted that 
the Stars fell before him. Attila burnt the Midland of Ha- 
ly, where the Rivers and Foantains riſe. He flew a ma- 
ny, for which he is called Wormwood, as if he had poiſoned 
their Waters. e£tius ſlew many Thouſand Huus in France ; 
162 Thouſand were (lain on both Sides. 

The fourth Angel ſounded, and the third Part of the 
Sun was ſmitten, and the third of the Moon, and the third 
of the Stars. | 

By the Pillaging of Rome by Genſericus, its Riches, and 
Majeſty, and Power decayed. 

A. D. 476. Odoacer, with his Heruli depoſed Auguſtu- 
las, the laſt Weſtern Emperor, and then that Empire cea- 
ſed for near 370 Years, till Charles the Great. Odoacer 
Reigned 16 Years, and was then Conquered by Theodoric 
the Goth, and the Goths poſſeſſed Italy 76 Years, and 

then Juftinian Conquered the Gothe, and ſet up the 455 
Exarchate at Ravenna; and the Lombards poſſeſſed Italy 
206 Years, till Charles the Great. 

Totilas took Rome, burnt and pillaged it, and oma pro 
a third part of the Walls, but Belliſarius ſoon recovered it. 
Rome is the Moon ; the Stars are ſmaller Cities ; the ſmall 
time of its Deſolation is the third part of the Day and Night. 
The Goths were called Kings, not Emperors ; about the 
ſame time 54.1, the Conſuls ceaſed to be made. 
$53. Juſtinian made Italy a Province of the Roman Em- 
pire. 
| 5 Narſes invited the Lombards into Italy. Theſe In- 
vaſions in the Meſt deſtroyed and divided the Weſtern Em- 
pire, from the end of the fourth Century to the end of the 
ſixth. The next Trumpet reſpe&s the Deſtruction of the 
Eaſtern Parts of the Roman Empire, and the Angel flying 
thro' the midſt of Heaven (or the Empire) pronounces three 
Woes to the Inhabitants by the three other Trumpets ſound- 
ing: The firſt is the Saracens in Arabia, and the ſecond the 
Turks near Euphrates; the third the Kingdom of the two 
Beaſts, chap. i3. making War with the Saints; for chap. 12, 
v. 12. tis ſaid, Woe to the Inhabitants of the Earth, and 
Sea, for the Devil is come down among you, having great 
Wrath, Theſe Wars affected both Eaſt and Weſt. Ten 
Nations invaded the Weſt, the Oftrogoths, the Viſigoths, 
Vandals, Lombards, Heruli, Burgundians, Hus, Frankes, 
Saxons, Alanes, By theſe were erected ten Kingdoms in 
the Weſt, or by ſome of them mentioned, 


Since 
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Since the Angel uſed a Golden Cenſer, and offered on a 
Golden Altar his Incenſe, and Prayers of the Saints, we 
— that God approves of rich Ornaments in Churches, and 

as appointed Angels in all Churches, from whoſe Hand he 


will receive the Prayers of the Saints, aſſembled in Chriſtian 


Congregations. 

The — roclaim Wars, and theſe are given to 
the ſeven Angels before God's Throne; theſe Archangels 
therefore raiſe or deſtroy, and govern all Kingdoms, ac- 
cording to God's Decrees, and by theſe Decrees, and the 
Miniſtry of the Angels, we may be convinced, that God 
governs Mankind, and all Civil Affairs, by a particular Pro- 
vidence, and gives Notice by Thunders and Earthquakes, 
and Lightnings, and Voices (Weeping and unaccountable 
Noiſes.) Sometimes cn ſignifies Sounds, as the Voice of a 


Trumpet, 1 Cor. 14. ver. 7. and the found of their Wings 
(Kev. 9. ver. 9.) is ew; and here Voices or Sounds ſigni- 


fie the Contentions in the Church; and the Thunders and 
Earthquakes are Prodigies predicting Revolutions in the 
Government of Kingdoms. The Lightning and Thunders 
are in the Heavens, which ſignifie the Governors Contenti- 
ons, and the Earthquake the Changes in Kingdoms. Of 


theſe Things great Prodigies are Signs or Symbols. 


The Angel who proclaims three Woes, flies thro' the 
midſt of Heaven, that is the Roman Empire, to ſhew that 
they would afflit both the Eaſtern and Weſtern Parts 
of it, and their Governors. 

We here may oblerve, that 10 Horns, or Dominions, are rai- 
ſed in the Weſtern Parts of the Roman Empire; and we find 
by chap. 17. that the ro Horns will continue their Kingdoms 
till they have burnt the great Whore, Rome ; and then they 
will aſſiſt the Weſtern vor to doit. But the 10 Horns 
roſe before the Weſtern Emperor, who was ſet up by the 
Popedom; but both the Emperor and ten Kingdoms will con- 
tinue till Roze is burnt; and we have ſeen all the Projects 
of Charles the 5th to conquer the Horns, and thoſe of the Spa- 
niards, and lately of the French, to make themſelves Em- 
perors, have been ſhamefully defeated by a wonderful Pro- 
vidence; and we have allo of late ſeen the ſurpriſing Deli- 
yerance of the German Empire, out of the Attempts of the 
Ottomans, by ſignal Victories; and that Empire will ſtand 
to burn Kome, and revenge it {elf of her Injuries; and Dan. 
_ 2. ver. 34. declares that the Stone ſmote the Image on 

is Fect, and brake them in peices, and the reſt of the 
Image was then deſtroyed z and the Stone which ſmore the 


Image, 
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Image, became a great Mountain, and filled the whole 
Earth. By this Account we find that the preſent 10 King - 
doms will continue till Chriſt comes to deſtroy them ; for 
Dan. 7th ſays, after the little Horn is deſtroyed, which he 
calls a Beaſt to be ſlain and burnt, viz. the reſt of the Beaſts 
had their Dominion taken away, but a prolonging of Life 
was given them for Time, and a Time, vide the Septuagint; 
that is all the preſent Governments will be ſubverted by 
Chriſt, and he will place the four Beaſts in their rooms 
for 1000 Years, the Time and Times, (which is ill tranſla- 
ted Seaſon and Time) are the Time till the little Horn is 
deſtroyed, and the time of the Reign of the Saints. This 
is the Duration of the Beaſts in Succeſſion to one another, 
as Empires, or in ſmall Kingdoms, 
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The fifth and ſixth Trumpets ſounding, to re pre- 


ſent the beginning of the Saracen and Turk- 
iſh Empires. 


PON the ſounding of the fifth Trumpet, a Star ſell 
from Heaven; this is Mahomet, who pretended to 
be a Meſſenger, and Prophet ſent from God, to force 

all Nations by his Arms to receive his new Religion. He 
contrived this by the help of the Devil, as if he had the 
Key of the bottomleſs Pit; his Followers would be con- 
demned rhither for denying Chriſt to be the Son of God; 
and this Do&rine could proceed from none but the Devil, 
and is the Smoak that roſe out of it, and ſpread thro' all 
the Eaſt like Smoak, and his Followers are called Locuſts, 
who had the Power of Scorpions. Theſe Locuſts abound in 
Arabia, and the Number of the Mabomedans are infinite 
like the Locuſts, they were to rob and conquer Arabia ; 
but they were commanded not to deſtroy the Graſs, nor 
Trees, that is, not to deſtroy the Villages or Cities, but on- 
ly thoſe Men who had not the Seal of God in their Fore- 
heads; that is, Mahomet commands them to perſecute the 
Heathens and Jews, and not the Chriſtians; they muſt not 
kill them, but torment them by Slavery and Oppreſſion, as 
Tributaries. The five Months make 150 Years, in which 
time the Saracen any came to its height, and the Maho- 
medans reckon by Lunar Years, and the Computation of 
their Empire is by 42 Months. The Standard of the Sara- 
cens is the new Moon; and the Turks interpret Mahomet's 
Fable of dividing the Moon, as a Figure of the Diviſion of 
the Profeſſors of Mahometaniſm into two great Secs, and 
the reunion of them after a certain Period of Years, Theſe 
may be Reaſons of their reckoning by Months. The firſt 


Period of the Saracen Hiſtory is from Mahomet's Birth till 


the ruin of the Houſe of Omniah 132 Hegira, A. D. 750. 
Then that Empire was fully raiſed. The Shape of the Locuſts 
are like Horſes prepared to Battle, they had Crowns of 
Gold, and Faces of Men. The Saracens abounded in Hor ſe 
an: 
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and wore on their Heads Turbants like Crowns; they were 
comely Men, had Hair long behind, like Women: By their 
Lions Teeth is fignified their deſtructiye Nature; their 
Sting in their Tail is their . Armies burning, 
and plundering, and the Angel of tlie bottomleſs Pit is the 
Devil or Mahomet, their King. A. D. 846, they came 
from Afric, burnt the Churches of St. Peter and Paul, but 
were Shipwrecked in their return by a Tempeſt. The Sara- 
cens invaded the Empire about the time When the Contro- 
verſie about Images was; they firſt ſeated themſelves at 
. Damaſcus, after built Bagdat, A. D. 762. They conquer- 
ed Arabia in 10 Years, Mecca is near the middle of the 
Red Sea, in Arabia Felix. Tangrolopix conquered them in 
Perſia, and was inſtalled Sultan at Bagdat, A.D. 1057, by 
the Saracen Califfe ; at their firſt beginning is the Saracens 
_ in Arabia, Syria, Perſia, Agypt. It continues 150 
ears. 2 | : 

Upon the ſounding of the ſixth Trumpet, the four An- 
gels are looſed at Euphrates, that is four Generals of the 
Turks, who came to ſlay the third part of Men, in a Day, 
a Month, and Year, in which time (396 Years) the Turk- 
1% Empire came to its heighth, 1471; and then Mahomet 
the Great ſlew 800000 Men in his Life. The Turſs were 
Horſemen, 200000. The Turks ſucceeded in the Empire and 
Religion of the Saracens, and are therefore deſcribed toge- 
ther in this Chapter, and ſo long as the Laws and Religion 
continue, we account it the ſame Kingdom; tho Princes of 
different Lines, or Countries Govern, Euphrates was the 
ordinary Bounds of the Roman Empire. 

Platina ſays the Turks left Scythia, A. D. 755. They con- 
quered Perſia 214 Years afterwards : They ſeized on Arme- 
nia major; called it Turco-mannia, 844 ; thence they were 
called into Perfia by the Saracens, to afliſt their Sultan a- 
gainſt the Califfe of Babylon, which they at laſt conquered, 
and kept it till the Tartars drove them thence. The Turks 
had continued near Euphrates from 755, 396 Years. 1051 
they came over Euphrates. Alexander (hut up the Straits 
of Caucaſus, to hinder the Northern Nations from making 
Excurſions ; but the Emperor Conſtantine in the time of Mu- 
havias opened it, and invited a People called Mordaites to 
help him againſt the Saracens 763, and the Turks made Ex- 
curſions out of Aſiatic Scythia, into Armenia, Perſia, and 
Aſia minor, with great Multitudes, and then returned 
home again. | 


The 
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The Heads of the Turbiſi Horſes were as Lions, and out 


of their Mouths iſſued Fire and Smoak, which ſignifies their | 


Fire-Arms uſed in their Conqueſts, which killed the third 
xt of Men, or Men fit for War; their Heads are their 
rms, their Tail them that followed it to plunder. | 
This Plague was to puniſh thoſe who worſhipped Idols, 


that could not See, Hear, nor Walk, and thoſe that did not 
repent of their Murders, nor of their Sorceries, nor For- 


nications, nor Thefts, Then the Chriſtians worſhipped 
Images of their Saints; and the Tarks to this Day are ſcan- 
dalized at their Pictures in their Churches, and ever eſteem- 
ed that Worſhip Idolatry ; and when they took Conftant:- 
nople, they called the Croſs the Chriſtians God, and car- 
ried it about in Contempt. 
The Horſe Tail is carried yet before the Turki/þ Army, 
becauſe it always conſiſted moſt of Horſemen, Guns were 
diſcovered 1380, and brought to Perfection 1415, and 
with them they took Conftantinople 1453. | 

The Turks were originally Inhabitants of Turcheſtan, from 
Volgato the extream Eaſt, The Mogul Tartars are beyond 
Jmaus, above China, The Weſtern T artars on this {ide Ima- 
#5, are the Original of the Turks and Crim-Tartars, (Crim 
ſignifies a Ditch.) The Turks made Excurſions from Ta- 
nais, and were imployed by Heraclius againſt Perſia, but 
the greateſt part came from beyond the River Ox#s, and 
from Turcheſtan, above the * 1 Sea; the chief Seat 

ere they had many Kings 

before they were called into Perſia; they came into Choraſan, 
a Country betwixt India and Perſia, and ravaged ſome part 
of Pera, 625, and after warwards aſſiſted Perſia againſt 
the Saracens, 643. About 800, they made great Incurfi- 
ons thro' the Porte Caſpice, a ſtrait betwixt the Mountains 
of Perſia and Armenia, Called the Iron - Gate: After they 
had poſſeſſed Armenia, ſome of them ſettled in Caramania in 
Afia minor, anciently called Cilicia: They were driven 
from Choraſan in A. D. goo, and great Numbers ſlain ; but 
when they took /ſpahan, 1050, they embraced Mahometiſin, 
and took Bagdat, 

I collected this Hiſtory to ſhew, that theſe are the Bat- 
tles betwixt the Kings of the North and South, Dan. 11. 

There is great Difference amongſt Authors concerning 
the Year of Mahomet's Nativity. Elmacinus places it at 
$71; Erpenius 580; Gerzebt 600; Joh. Andreas and Keſte- 
1s in 620. This Incertainty will make all Computation of 
his Hegira, when he began to Reign, various; and the time 
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of the beginning and ending of the 1260 Years of Anti- 
chriſt he: — as to a ſmall Number of Years ; and the 
ſame Incertainty there is about the Nativity of our Saviour, 
which will make the Computation of the treading down of 
Feruſalem uncertain, "2573 

We may obſerve, that the Worſhip of Saints and Angels; 
as well as Murders and Thefts were the Reaſon for w ich 
our Saviour brought the two Woes on the Eaftern Church ; 
and for Idolatry and wicked Lives, the Jews were ſent into. 
Captivity ; and the ſame Sins were the Reaſons of makin 
the Weſtern Church to be perſecuted both by Saracens and 
Turks, and the Northern Invaſions; which is driving her 
into a deſolate Wilderneſs, and ſubjecting the Whore, chap. 
17. to many Wars with Chriſtian Emperors and other Prin- 
ces, who now begin to hate her ; and in this, or the next 
Century, will burn her ; which her Idolatry, Cruelty, and 
Wickedneſs will deſerve. - 

It was always the Method Providence uſed either to pu- 
niſh the Jews by the Babylonians from the North, or the 
eeyptians from the South; and he makes uſe of the ſame 
manner of puniſhing the Eaſtern and Weſtern Corey 
the Saracens and Turks; they will continue a Scourge to 
both, till near the time of Chriſt's ſecond Coming, and fo 
long alſo the Jews will remain in Captivity ; and nothing 
but inteſtine Wars, and Confuſion thro' Aſia and Europe 
can deliver the Jews and Chriſtians from the preſent Op- 


preſſions and Cruelty, to a free Exerciſe of their Religi- 


on. All that time and before, the third part of Mankind 
will be ſlain, as this Propheſie intimates ; and a greater Num- 
ber is mentioned in Zach. 13th, two parts, ver. 8th. The 
Turks ſince the taking of Conſtantinople have made many In- 
vaſions on the Weſtern Empire, and two Sieges of Vienna; 
ſo that in Aſia, Greece, and Hungary, and what will hap- 
pen at laſt in Jeruſalem, we may reckon they have ſlain the 
third part of Mankind; and this is only predicted of them 
in this Prophecy, and not any other particular Slaugh- 
ters or Battles; and this Empire is the 4% Horſe on whom 
Death fate, and Hell followed him, and he had Power over 
the 4h part of the Earth; to kill with Sword by Wars, and 
Hunger in Sieges, or Arbitrary Executions, and the wild 
Beaſts occaſioned by great Deſolations. The fourth part of 
the Earth is the Weſtern part of the Conſtantinopolitan Em- 
pire, Aſia minor, Thrace, Greece, Moldavia, Walachia, 

ranſyluania, Hungary, &c. He was to conquer three of 


the Horns in the Weltern parts near Conſtantinople, Bul- 
garia, 
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garia, Servia, Hungary : But to go no farther upon the? 


reſt of the Horns, nor Weſtern Empire, becauſe that muſt 


burn Rome: chap. 16, ver. 6. farther repreſents the Otto- 


man Cruelty ; For they have ſhed the Blood of Saints and 
Prophets, (that is, Preachers of the Goſpel, the two Wit- 


neſſes are ſaid to l And thou haſt given them 
Blood to drink, for they are Worthy 
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E 
The Viſion of the little open Book. 


Mighty Angel comes down from Heaven, his Face is 
as the Sun, his Feet Pillars of Fire. This is his 
Glory: In his Hand was a little Book open; he 

ſet his right Foot on the Sea, or Weſtern part of the Em- 
pire, in the left on the Earth, the Eaſtern parts. Chriſt 
is here repreſented, becauſe he unſealed all the Book, and 
delivered the Propheſies to St. John, by his Angel, chap. 1. 
Therefore here this Angel repreſents Chriſt. Tis called a 
little Book, becauſe the former Viſions were writ on Rolls 
which were taken from it: He cried like a Lion, and then 
the ſeven Thanders uttered their Voices, which St. John 
is forbid to write. Theſe muſt be ſome Calamities which 
befel the Roman Empire during the riſe of the Saracen Em- 
pire. Such may be the taking of Jeruſalem by Coſroe, or 
Omar, with the great Slaughter of the Inhabitants. The 
Deſtruction of Alexandria and Antioch by the Saracens ; 
the Conqueſts of Syria, egypt, and many Iſlands by them. 
The roaring of the Lion expreſſes Chriſt's Anger, and the 
Angel declares, that Time ſhall be no longer than the Days of 
the ſeventh Trumpet; the Myfteries of God ſhould be finiſh- 
ed, which are expreſſed in the 11:h Chapter. 

St. John has more Propheſies given him, by eating the 
Book, which was done likewiſe by Exechiel. The Calamities 
make the knowing of the Events bitter, but the Promiſe 
of giving the Kingdom to the Saints, ſweet. The follow- 
ing Propheſies concern many Nations and Kingdoms, and 
not only the Church; as many miſunderſtand them. I he King- 
dom and Wars of Antichriſt are plainly deſcribed, and his 
Poſſeſſion of Jeraſalem 42 Months. This little Book con- 
tains the Riſe and Ruin of the Mahomedan Antichriſtian 
Kingdom, till the Millennium, as well as the Deſtruction of 
the Whore, and the Return of the Jens to build ' Feruſa- 
lem; and the Riſe of the Popedom in the Weſt. The Time 
relates to the Duration of the Roman Empire and Antichriſt, 
who muſt Reign a Time, Times, and half a Time. 
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Tis expreſſed ill when the ſeventh Trump 
ſound, it ought to be when it ſhall ſound bereafter. 


Note, The Angel here Swears by the Creator, Jeſus Chriſt, 
and he was only a Meſſenger from him, ſent to repre- 
ſent him. Nothing in the 10th Chapter can relate to 

the Reformation; the Woman was not then in the | 
Wilderneſs. | 
Dan. chap. 12. ver. 7. The Angel Swears by him that 
liveth for ever, when he was asked how long it ſhall be to 
the end of thele Wonders, That it Hall be for a Time, Times, | 
and a half, And this is the Computation of Antichriſt's | 
Reign, chap. 11th, 8 
Since the Angels do ſolemnly Swear, both in Daniel and 
St. John's Prophecy, we may be convinced, that an Oath 
by him that created all Things to confirm a Truth, is not 
unlawful. N 
Since the firſt particular Prophecy St. John mentions in 
this little Book, relates to the Turks and Saracens Poſſeſſion 
of FJeruſalem, tis plain the Prophet goes on with the Hiſto- 
ry of the Mahomedan Empire, begun in chap. gth; and he 
mentions the Beaſt that roſe out of the bottomleſs Pit, and 
kills the two Witneſſes. Thence I conclude, that this lit- 
| tle Book was part of the ſealed Book, ſince the open Book 
continues the Hiſtory of the ſealed one. And this Angel 
appears to give him the remaining Propheſies, and to tell 
him when all the Myſteries (diſcovered to the old Prophet 
ſhould be fulfilled, during the ſounding of the ſevent 
— oy which will continue till the Gentiles are con- 
verted, Antichriſt is deſtroyed, the Jews Return, the 
Dead are raiſed, and rewarded in Chriſt's Reign in the Mil- 
lenmium. In chap. 8. the three Woes that are to come, are 
r and chap. 11. (which is part of the little 
Book) ſays, the ſecond Woe is ended: And by this Obſer- 
vation we find that both Books contain the ſame Hiſtory. 
And the ſecond Woe begins chap. 9. when the Turks come 
over Euphrates; and that ſecond Woe muſt flay the two 
Witneſſes before it ends. Thus the ſealed and open Book 
agree in the Hiſtory of the Turks ; and the Deſign of this 
Angels Appearance was to ſhew when all Propheſies would 
end, and be fulfilled, as the Angel, Dar. 12. did ſigniſie by 
his Oath. The rolling up of the Books is mentioned chap. 6. 
ver. 14. Tis in Greek Bicxier, which is ill tranſlated a 
Scrowl ;, and if ſome Rolls of it be taken off, tis a ſmall

The Viſion of the Oppreſſion of Jeruſalem and 

the Eaſtern Churches, 42 Months; that is by 
the Mahomedans, whv will ſlay the two 
Witneſſes. 


HE W633 Heads of the Roman Empire inthe 
Eaſt, now begin to poſſeſs Jeruſalem, but Omar, 
when he took it, gave the Chriſtians the Temple 
built on the Sepulchre, and it has continued to this Day, 
being often repaired by them. This Church repreſents all 
the State of the Eaſtern Churches, under the Mahomedans; 
but the outward Court muſt be left to the Gentiles, that is, 
they ſhall have the Civil Dominion of thoſe Countries 1260 
Hegiras ; they reckon their time by Lunar Years: So we 
find Jeruſalem bas been in the Hands of the Mahomedans 
ever ſince Omar took it, excepting 90 Years in the Holy 
Wars the Chriſtians poſſeſſed it. Omar built a Moſque in 
the Place where Solomon's Temple ſtood. If we add 1260 
prophetic Days or Years, which the 42 Months make, the 
Aahomedans muſt continue till 1898: This Computation 
muſt be made from the taking Feru/slem ;, but Authors dif- 
fer about the Year. The Siege laſted two Years, and ſome 
ſay it was taken 638; but the Ottoman Empire will begin 
to fall A. D. 1882. (if we add 1260 to the Hegira 622) 
and the Jews will return and poſſeſs it till 1898, when it 
will be beſieged by Geog a ſecond time. 

The two Witneſſes are two Candleſticks, who muſt pro- 
phecy 1260 Days, clothed in Sackcloth, that is, continue 
in ſubjeftion ſo many Julian Years, from the time they were 
conquered, after Jeruſalem was taken, that is from 641. The 
Fate of Jeruſalem being deſctibed, this alſo of Alex214ri4 
and Antioch, and their ſubjection, muſt end after 1260 
Years, that is A. D. 1901, ; 

The two Witneſſes cannot be Men, ſince they muſt con- 
tinue ſo many Years. The ſeven Candleſticks are ſeven 
Churches, Rev, chap, 1. And theſe two mutt be Fatriarchal 
Churches 0 3 They 
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They have Power to ſlay their Enemies, when the Ma- 
- bomedan Empire begins to fall, by the Plagues mentioned 

chap. 16. becauſe they have Power to ſmite the Earth 
with all Plagues : and one of the Beaſts delivered the Vials 
to the ſeven Angels; the Governors of the Churches may 
be called fo, as well as thoſe in Heaven. | 

The Patriarchal Seat at Antioch is now tranſlated to 

Damaſcus, to which the Syrians are ſubject. Antioch has 
now 60 Houſes, with a ſmall Church, but that Patriarchate 
contained 340 Charches. $48 
— From Alexandria the Patriarchal Seat is tranſlated to 
Grand Cairo, and there are but three Chriſtian Churches in 
either of them; but to this Seat belong Africa, Arabia, 
Nubia, Æthiopia, and Habaſſia. - 

Feruſalem was no Patriarchate till the Council of Chalcedon, 
451, but depended on Antioch, and therefore is not reckon- 
ed as one of the two Witneſſes. | 

The Greek Church now pays Obedience to the Patriarch 
of Conſtantinople, under whoſe Juriſdiftion are the Churches 
of Anatolia, Circaffra, Mengrelia; and in Europe, Thrace, 
Macedon, Epirus, Bulgaria, Servia, Boſnia, Walachia, Mol- 
davia, Podolia, and Moſcovia formerly, and thoſe of the 
Iſlands in the AÆAgean Sea; ſome of Poland, Dalmatia, and 
Croatia, which are ſubject to the Turks. Thus we may ſee 

that the Regions ſubject to the Greek Church, equal thoſe 
of the Latin Church : And this Chapter relates to them who 
have been 1000 Years under the Mahomedans. 

The Greeks have theſe Errors: They have Pictures in 
their Churches of the Virgin and St. George, and Kiſs them; 
they worſhip Saints and Angels with Lamps, Incenſe; 
and Prayers, and have Legends of Miracles. 

Preſently after Julian's Death, Reliques began to be wor- 
{hipped, and Prayers made at Sepulchres ; and the Monks 
were Authors of theſe Superſtitions. About 720 was the 
Controverſy about Worſhip of Images; it laſted 120 Years 
and for this Idolatry, the Greek Church ſuffers under the 
Atabomedans, but they were always Govern'd by their own 
Patriarchs, and denied the Pope's Supremacy : They be- 
lieve no Furgatory; they uſe the Sacrament in both Kinds, 
do not Worthip it, or believe*Tranſubſtantiation. They 
Baptize by Immerſion, ordain married Perſons, and reject 
Statues of Saints, eat not Things ſtrangled, and Blood; efteem 
the &oz:an Church Schiſmatical, and their Patriarchs are in- 
dependent on one another. The Patriarch of the Neftorians 
is at Muxall, or Nineve: The Facobites have their Patri- 
arch at Amiaa in Mejoporamia, TI have 
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I have Collected this Hiſtory to ſhew, That the two 
great Patriarchs of the Greek Church now reſide at Con- 
ftantinople , and Grand Cairo; and theſe may now be the 
two Witneſſes who are to be Slain by the Beaſt, who, ch. 9. 
aſcended out of the bottomleſs Pit in Smoak. The Wit- 
neſſes will be killed in theſe three Cities; the great City 
Conſtantinople, call'd Sodom for its Fornication, and in eA- 
gypt, that is Grand Cairo; where alſo, muſt be taken for 
another City, that is Jeruſalem, where our Lord was cru- 
cified. This ſeems to be the laſt War mentioned 14 Zach. 
when Jeruſalem is taken by Gog, and Chriſt immediately 
comes to ſtand on Mount Sion. This Cruelty will laſt three 
Days and an half, not three Years. Thus the Sufferwg 
under Ant iochus is reckon'd: by Days; and this Number 
of Days the Witneſſes may lie dead in the Street; during 
which time the Mahomedans will rejoyce, and ſend Pre- 
ſents to one another in Token of their Conqueſts; but 
after the Witneſſes were raiſed from the Dead, and called 
into Heaven, they were afraid, and 7000 of the Mahome- 
dans are Slain by the Earthquake that is mention'd in 
Zach. 14. And in the 16th of the Revelations, the tenth 
part of the City fell, this is at Conftantinople, the Seat of 
the Mahomedan Empire, This will Convert many, and 
then Chriſt comes to Reign, before which the ſecond Woe 
in the Eaſt will not be paſſed away; and the third will 
come quickly, ch, 12th and 13th. The Seventh Trumpet 
is that time to be Sounding, after all the Events above de- 
ſcribed; and therefote muſt Sound after all Nations are 
converted, and the fulneſs of the Gentiles come in; and 
then he will Reign in the Millennium, and his Saints wor- 
ſhip him; but the Antichriſtian Nation make War with 
the Saints, and they are deſtroyed by Chriſt's ſecond Com- 
ing, who deſtroyed the Earth; the Dead are raiſed, and 
rewarded. The opening the Temple in Heaven, and the Ap- 
pearance of the Ark of the Teſtament ſhews, that the Jews 
are to be in the Chriſtian Church; when Chriſt comes to 
Reign on the Earth, the Thunders,and Earthquake, and Hail 
deſtroy the Mahomedans, and are mention d in the 16th of 
the Revelations. ob | 
The two Witneſſes cannot be Luther and Calvin, who 
were never at Jeruſalem. Ver. 14. ſays, the ſecond Woe is 
paſt; and fince the beginning of the ſecond Woe is the 
Riſe of the Otroman Empire, all things mention'd in the 
11th chap, belong to the Turks, eſpecially the {laying the 
two Witneſſes; and till that is done, the ſecond Wor is 
not paſt, _———_— D 3 43 
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42 Months; at 29 Days in the Month, amount to 1218 
Years: This is the Duration of 1260 Hegiras; the Anti- 
chriſtian' Kingdom. 

All that relates to the ſeventh Trumpet, is toſhew when 
it will End, v. 12. in the beginning of the Millennium; 
when all the Prophecies are fulfilled. But the beginning 
of the Sounding of the ſeventh Trumpet, is plainly inti- 
mated ch, 12. v. 12. Woe to the Inhabitants of the Earth, 
and Sea, that is both Parts of the Empire, for the Devil is 
come down unto you, having great Wrath, In ch. 8. v. 13. 
three Woes are threatned to the Inhabitants of the Earth, 
by the three Trumpets. And ch. 11. v. 14. tis ſaid, after 
the ſecond Woe is related, that the third Woe cometh, and 
this muſt relate to the Church in the Weſt ;, and therefore 
is mentioned, ch. 12. where that Church, and its State under 
the Woman is deſcribed ; and the State is called a Wilder- 
neſs, made by the Beaſt ch. 13h, and all the reſt of 
the Prophecies relate to his Deſtruction, and that of the 
Whore ;, ſo that the Sound of the ſeventh Trumpet conti- 
nues till the Millennium: And he begins in the eighth Cen- 
tury, when the firſt Beaſt appeared in the Roman Empire, 
in its | hog Power, and higheſt Proſperity , but the 
ſeveral Parts of that Beaſt roſe by degrees, and are de- 
ſcribed in the preceding Chapters, and the Popedom roſe 
under the ſeventh Trumpet; and fince every Trumpet pro- 
duced a crowned Head, the ſeventh muſt produce the Pope- 
dom, becauſe the Beaſt, ch. 13. has ſeven crowned Heads, 
which then poſſeſſed the ſeven Horns, being Dominions un- 


der the ſeven Heads, A 


The Meaſuring of the Temple and the Altar, repreſent 
a Church, and the Worſhip in it, but there will be no di- 
ſtinct inward Court for the Jews, but both Jews and Gen- 
tiles Worlhip in the ſame outward Court; the Partition- 
Wall being taken away by Chriſt, and by the Deſtruction 
of Jeruſalem : Aﬀter the 42 Months the Jews will return 


to their City, and then the Temple will be Built, and the 
Ark ſeen in it, v. 19.

Rome : Becauſe Rome was the Imperial City, the hy £5

a Primacy given him by the Canons of Councils ; 
here claims from the Apoſtles, or Chriſt, his Supremacy, 


HIS Viſion repreſents the Beginning of the Popedom. 


So ſhe is cloathed in Scarlet, a Token of Royalty; the Seat 
of her Kingdom is Rome, St, John ſaw the Whore in the 
Wilderneſs, as well as the Woman, ch. 12. therefore 


both theſe are an Account of the Weſtern Church, from 


the time of the Popedom's afſuming the Title of Univerſal 


Biſhop, and a Spiritual Kingdom; and St. John wondred 


both at the Woman, and the Whore. 


Upon this Occaſion, he repreſents her firſt pure State; 
ſhe at firſt brought forth a Man- Child, whom the Dragon 
8 by ten Heathen Emperors, This Child is the 

eſtern Chriſtians till Conſtantine, and other Chriſtian 
Emperors ; but they being removed into Paradiſe, the Wo- 
man was drove into the Wilderneſs, after this Spiritual King- 
dom began to claim a Supremacy, as Chriſt's Vicar, 

The red Dragon is the Devil; the ten Horns his Hea- 
then Emperors, ſeven Heads the Imperial Seat at Rome, Of 
thoſe Perſecutors, the Stars axe the martyr'd Biſhops caſt 
to the Earth by the Devil. _ theſe ſhall Reign in the

Millennium 
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Alillennium with a Rod of Iron. Theſe Perſecutions laſted 
at Rome 300 Years ; and the Devi was the Author of them, 
and of all the following Wars. 

The Woman fled into the Wilderneſs, that is, lived in a 
deſolated Country, by the Wars of the Northern Nations, 
and thoſe of the Lombards, and afterwards by thole of the 
Saracens, and after theſe, by the Armies of the Spaniards, 
Germans and French, and the Princes of Italy. 

To this Wilderneſs ſhe is firſt condemned by God, as a 
Place prepared for her Subſiſtance and Puniſhment, for aſ- 
ſuming the Supremacy over all Churches; but in this Wilder- 
neſs ſhe isfarther corrupted by worſhipping Reliques, Images, 
Crofles, &c. and will be as a Whore for this Fornication, 

606. Pope Boniface the Third had this Supremacy given 
him by Phocas, who Uſurped the Conſtantinopolitan Empire, 
the Weſtern being then Extinct; and the Pope got the 
Government of Rome, A. D. $59. The Conſtantinopolitan 
Biſhop affected the ſame Title, but Pope Gregory oppoſed it 
by his Decree ; in which he declared him a Fore-runner of 
Antichriſt, who aſſumed that Title. | 

A. D. 617. Boniface made the Church a SanQuary for 
Criminals, and none could be taken thence under Pain of 
Excommunication. 

629. The Feaſt of the Exaltation of the Croſs was intro- 
duced in the Time of Heraclius. | 

642. The bleſſing of Nax candles the Saturday before Eaſter. 

646. Pope Vitalianus brought in the Latin Service. 

684. The Emperor ſorgave the Pope the Money he uſed 
to pay him for his Confirmation, but the French and Ger- 
man Emperors in the following Ages, claimed the Power 
of confirming his Election, before his Conſecration. 

705. Pope John firſt order'd Images to be ſet up in 
Churches, which had been privately uſed before. 

725. Leo Iſaurus called a Council to condemn the Wor— 
ſhip of Images, and the Interceſſion of the Virgin and 
Saints, and the Adoration of Reliques, as Idolatry ; and in 
this Council at Conſtantinople were 338 Biſhops. And in 
A. D. 790. the Council at Frankfort condemned the ſame, 
and the Synod at Paris did the ſame, This Controverſy 
laſted under five Emperors, 

731. Gregory excommunicated Leo, in defence of Image- 
Worſhip, aud he forbad the /ral:ans to Pay any Tribute to 
the Emperor, | | 

752. 'Stephey defended Image-Worſhip, and he was drove 
out of Italy by the Lomvaras, into Frazce, where he yg 1's 
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Pipin to Conquer the Lombards; and after he had beat them, 


he gave the Pope the Exarchate of Ravenna, with the Neigh- 


bouring Countries which belonged to the Eaſtern Emperors. 

772. Adrian was relieved by Charlemaigne, againſt Deſi- 
derius the Lombard, and he admitted of Charlemaigne's 
Power to confirm his Election, and Charlemaigne confirm'd 
Pipin's Gift to the 3 

795. Leo the Third, being Pope, crowned Charlemaigns 
Emperor of the Weſt; and thus the Papacy was raiſed 
into a Spiritual Kingdom, Firſt, by the Eaſtern Emperor 
Phocas, who killed his Predeceffor, and courted the Pope's 
Friendſhip : But the Pope had his Revenge and Defence 


from the French and German Emperors , whom he made 


Emperors of the Weſt ; and that is repreſented ch. 17. And 
therefore ſince the Eaſtern Church was oppreſſed for its 
Idolatry in worſhipping of Saints, the Weſtern is perſe- 
cuted by Wars for the ſame Idolatry and Tyranny over 
other Churches. And theſe conſiderable Changes of the 
Weſtern Church could not be paſſed over without St. Johns 
calling it a Wonder: And ſince the Pope is now become a 
Prince, in his Eccleſiaſtick State, he is now one of the 
ſeven Heads of the Beaſt in the next Chapter, for he rules 
by Forces, as a bl. 1 Prince, and by his Spiritual Power 
he gives all Kings their Crowns, or elſe forbids their Sub- 

jets to obey them, by his Excommunication. All Perſons 
1 themſelves at the Pope's Feet, and worſhip him 
s an Emperor; and the Pope is Crowned and Anointed 
as Kings, and his Spiritual upholds his Temporal Power. 

Michau fought with the Dragon, by ſetting up Chriſtian 
Emperors, and hindring his Perſecutions. 

The Woman fled into the Wilderneſs, before this War 
with the Dragon, which was in Julians Days; but 
the firſt time of her Flying was in Conſtantins's Days, 
1260 Days, that is three Years and a half, under the 
Arian Perſecution at Rome, from the Council at Milan, 
and the Baniſhment of Liberius ro Berea in Thrace, which 
laſted about three Years ; he, and many other Biſhops were 
baniſhed by Conſt antius, becauſe they rejected the Arian 
Doctrine, and embraced the Nicene, and defended Atha- 
naſius; and Socrates lays this of that Time, Ea tempeſtate 
fuit facies Eccleſie fæda, & admodum turpis, non enim ſicut 
prins ab externis, ſed a propriis vaſtabatur ; and when Libe-

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The War in Heaven was Julian's Struggle to reinſtate 
Heatheniſm in the Empire; the Philoſophers, Magi, and Hea- 
then Prieſts, were his Angels, who oppoſed the Bifhops ; he 


conſulted the Oracles, and flew them who had deſtroyed 
the Images; he baniſh'd many, and deſfign'd, after his Per- 
fian War, toextirpate the Galileans, but this was preven- 


ted by his Death, and Thunder fell on Apollo's Temple, and 


burnt the Idol in it. No Heathen Emperor ſucceeded him, 
no Place was found for the Dragon in Heaven, that is, in that 


Empire Paganiſm had its deadly Blow under Theodoſins 


the Great, 394. by the Defeat of Arbogaftes and Eugenius. 
The Rejoycing of the Chriſtians, is the Joy in Heaven 
upon the Death of Julian, who now were deliver'd from 
the falſe Accuſation of the Heathens for having a Defign 
to ruin the Roman Empire, as their Propheſies foretold ; 
and that the Chriſtians committed Adulteries in their Meet- 
ings, and did eat a Child. Theſe Chriſtians ſuffered for 
their adhering to their Faith. 

The Devil now comes to afflit the Sea and Earth, both 
Parts, Eaſt and Weſt ; becauſe he knows he has but a ſhort 
Time : And he therefore raiſes a ſecond Perſecution againſt 
the Woman. And this. may þe the third Woe which is 
threaten'd in the former Chapters. 

To the Woman was given two Wings of an Eagle, ta 
fly into the Wilderneſs unto her place (Rome) where ſhe 
is to be nouriſhed for a Time, Times, and half a Time, from 
the Face of the Serpent, that is his Deſtruction of her; 
but he may perſecute her with Wars; and the Serpent caſt 


out after her a Flood, that is, many People in the Lom- 


bards Wars, and them that follow'd, but the Earth ſwal- 
lowed it up > that is, all the Invaders were Conquered : 
The Vandals by Beliſarius, the Goths by Narſes, and the 
Lombards by the Franks. | j 
We muſt make the Computation of the Woman's Reign, 
from the Riſe of the Popedom 606; to which add 1260, 
and the Account of all Kingdoms is from their firſt King, 
and no Emperors have lived at Rome, fince the Beginning 
of the Papacy. The Pope could not have Rome under his 
Feet till Odoacer had deſtroyed Auguſtalus, and the Goth 
were deſtroy'd. As the [jraelites were kept in the Wilder- 
neſs, for their Sins, ſo will the Weſtern Church 1260 
Years, for its corrupt Worſhip, but yet they acknowledge 
the true Faith, and are perſecuted 2 which make 
{raly deſolate. And frequent Schiſms have happen'd by the 


Popes Elections, and the Popes removing to Avignon, 
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helped that Deſolation : And more Wars muſt happen in 
Italy, when the Whore is deſtroyed by the hatred of the 
Beaſt and ten Horns. 


Tis not probable, that the Riſe of the ten Horns in the 
Weſt ſhould be deſcribed in theſe Prophecies, and nothing 


© ſaid of the Riſe of the Popedom, who rides the Scarlet Beaſt, 


and them. Therefore in this Chapter the Riſe of the Pope- 


dom is proclaimed ; which is the ſeventh Head in the Beaſt 
with ten Horns. And if this belongs to the ſeventh Trum- 
pet, then the Riſe of the Papacy, and its Perſecutions for 
its Teſtimony of Jeſus, is the Beginning of the third Woe, 


and that laſts to the Millennium, as is deſcribed in ch. 2. 
concerning the Eaſtern Charches. If the time of the Wo- 


man and Whore is not computed in rhis Chapter to 1866, 


there is no other in the Revelations of their being in the 

Wilderneſs, which is twice mention'd in this Chapter. The 

firſt time belongs to a 3 Perſecution; the laſt is 

— Continuance of the Popedom in a deſolated Country 
Wars. 

"ho the Governing Prieſts of Rome were corrupted, yet 
many of the Seed of the Woman might keep the Command- 
ments of God; and have the Teſtimony of Jeſus joyned 
to a corrupt Worſhip. And we allow that the Papacy and 
Greek Church retain the Fundamentals of Chriſtianity, 
tho' they worſhip Saints, and Angels, and in the Weſt ſub- 
mit to the Pope's Supremacy. | | 

The Devil is repreſented as a Dragon, that is an old Ser- 
pent, becauſe of his Subtilty and Miſchief: His chief Seat 
is at Rome, where the Royal Seat of the Empire was. He 
there raiſed ten Perſecutions by the ten Horns, Pagan Em- 
perors ; he raiſed a Schiſm betwixt the Arians and Ortho- 
dox, in Conftantius's Time, a Chriſtian Emperor. In Julians 

Time, he diſputed with the Angel Michael, who oppoſed 
Paganiſm ; and when he had loſt the Power of the — 
rors, he ſet up the Popedom at Rome; and gave her Impe- 
rial Power over the ten Horns, intimated by the two 
Wings of an Eagle, the Enſign of the Emperors; but 
becauſe many in her Communion retain the Fundamentals 
of Chriſtianity, he Perſecutes her by Wars; and we find 
tis the uſual Practice of the Devil to tempt Mankind to 
Sin, that he may have liberty to deſtroy them; as it hap- 
pen'd in Judas, who betray'd his Maſter, and hang'd him- 
ſelf, by the Temptation of Satan: And fince the Greek 
Church is corrupted by Idolatry as well as the Latin, both 
are oppreſſed by the Devil's Subtilty. Antichriſt domi- 

neers 
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neers in the Eaſt, as much as the Popedom in the Weſt; 


and Wars make both deſolate. The Patience of the Righ- 


teous is tried by ſuch Afflictions; but the Wicked are Pu- 


niſhed and Deſtroyed, after they have had a ſmall Time 
of Proſperity. | l. 
The red Dragon may repreſent the Roman Empire, with 


ten Kingdoms, or Horns, Dominions, or Nations; and 
ſeven Crowns on ſeven Heads: Theſe cannot be the ſeven 


Hills at Rome, but the ſeven Heads of the Beaſt, in the 


next Chapter, becavſe they are crowned Heads in the 
Dragon, and the ſeven crowned Heads are raiſed by the | 


Teven Trumpets, to be the Royal Cities of ſeven Princes; 
Tſatah, ch. vii. v. 8, 9. Head is taken for the royal City, 
and the Prince : And Rev. 17. the ſeven Heads are ſeven 
Hills, the Seat of the Whore. Then theſe were the ſeveral 
Princes, with their Royal Cities. 1. The Emperor at Con- 
Rantinople. 2. The Saracen at Bagdat, 3. The Turks at 
Iſpahan. Theſe three Heads Crowned, were in the Kaſt, 
being Eſdras's three Heads of the Eagle: And in the Weſt, 
the Popedom at Rome, the Lombards at Ravenna, the Franks 

in France, the Moors or Viſigoths in Spain. Theſe are the 
principal crowned Heads, The ten Horns are Provinces, 
under divers ſmaller Princes, or Dominions; divided as 
the Heptarchy in England. 
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This is the Viſion of the Beaſt, and ten Horns 


Crowned, and repreſents the whole Roman 
Empire , as it was changed by the ſeven 
Trumpets ; and the ſecond Beaſt, with two 
Horns, the Ottoman Empire. 


T. John ſaw a Beaſt riſe out of the Sea, that is, a Mul- 
8 titude of People; ſo Daniels four Beaſts, and Eſdrass 
Eagle, roſe out of the Sea. The ſeven Trumpets raiſed 
ſeven Kingdoms, or Heads; and out of theſe ſprang the 
ten Horns in the Weſt, which were altered in ſeveral Ages, 
and this State of the Empire was before the Weſtern Em- 
perors roſe, whoſe Riſe is deſcribed in the 17th Chapter, 
The preſent ten Kingdoms are, 1. France. 2. Spain. 3. Eng- 
land. 4. Portugal. 5, Poland. 6. Denmark. 7. Swe den. 
8. Pruſia. 9. Sicily. 10. Hungary, now in the Emperor, 
who is crown'd as King of it. But he is none of the 
Horns, but the Beaſt that carries them in the Weſt, Scot- 
land was formerly a Horn, and ſo was Bulgaria, Servia, 
Epirus, Afric, and Italy: But Portugal, Poland, Denmaxk 


| were no Kingdoms in the ninth Century, when this Beaſt 


appeared, 
The Leopard is the Conſtantinopolitan Empire, who then 
oſſeſſed Greece; and by that Beaſt Daniel deſcribes that 
mpire. The Mouth of the Lion are the Saracens then at 
Babylon or Bagdat The Babylonian Empire being deſcri- 
bed by the Lion, the Feet of the Bear are ſome of the Turks 
in Perſia, that Kingdom being repreſented by a Bear 
in Daniel. 8 
The Commonwealths and Dukes are not reckoned; and 
ſome of our preſent Kingdoms were not in Being then. 
The Conſtantinopolitan Emperors, and the Saracens, and Turks, 
are the three Heads of the Eagle, which Eſdras calls three 
Kingdoms, Who ſhall have Dominion of the Earth in the 
laſt Days. Theſe then poſſeſſed the Eaſt, and the four 
Heads the Weſt, with their ten Horns or ten — 8 
Wich 
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which Horns ſignifie. One of the ſeven Heads was wound. 
ed, but was again healed, and the World admired that tt 
Beaſt, that is the Lion. The Saracens were the firſt Head 70 
that was wounded, of all the Seven raiſed by the Trum. © 
pets; this Head was almoſt deſtroyed by the Siege o V 
Conſtantinople 720, but afterwards it recover'd its Power. © 
They worſhipped the Dragon, who gave Power to the C 
Beafl. They embraced Mahomet's Doctrine and Empire, ®! 
which the Dragon had ſet up by force of Arms. And to 
engage in Maintenance of a Falſe Religion, is to ſerve him 
who invented it. | 

They ſpoke Blaſphemies againſt Chriſt, and made War 
with the Saints. The Saracens conquer'd the Eaſt, and a 
great Part of the Weſt, Spain, Afric, and many Iſlands, 
and ſome of Italy and France. This is the little Horn in 
Daniel, who ſpake great Things, and made War with the 
Saints; but Mahomet commands his Followers to deftroy 
Images; for the which Fault in the Chriſtians, God per- 
mitted theſe Wars : 600 Thouſand Chriſtians were Slain 
under Abu-Muſiemas, and under the Preſident of Irackes 
120 Thouſand, 50 Thouſand Men, and zo Thouſand Wo- 
men died in Priſon : And the ſame Preſident Hagiaghim 
flew 80 Thouſand when he was Drunk. 

Aſama, the Preſident of egypt, _ the Monks with 
an Iron Ring, and cut off the Hands of thoſe who appeared 
without this Mark. 

In the Eighth Century, the Power of the Saracens was 
divided into two Families; the Omniade, and the Abaſ- 
fide. In the Ninth Century, the Saracens were addicted to 
Pilgrimages, Preaching, Praying, and building of Moſques ; 
and Studied Aſtronomy, Phyſick, and Poetry. In the 
Tenth Century, the Saracens Empire was much divided ; 
and that weaken'd their Caliph's Power. Rev. ch. gth, 
contains the Hiſtory of the Saracens for 150 Years., and 
this thirteenth Chapter contains their Wars, and Inya-

£8 = ; they had Power given them over all Kindreds, 
4 Tongues and Nations; and all that dwell on the Earth 
| b Hall worſhip him; that is, the Perſian, Indian, Aſſyrian, 
1 and Tartarian Kingdoms would become Mahomedans, 
90 (whoſe Names are not writ in the Book of Life, from the 
14 Beginning of the World, as the Chriſtians, who live and 
4 believe well, = And this Confideration muſt give Pa- 
tience to the Suffering Chriſtians :. The Saracens, who led 
them Caprive, ſhall go into Captivity, and be killed *y 
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the Sword of the Turks, Chriftians and Tartars, v. 10. after 
Years, which time the Saracen Empire laſted till the 


Ottoman began, A. D. 1300; and Eſdras's great Head died, 
which is the Saracens; and afterwards the Tirks flew the 
Conftantinopolitan Emperor, and conquered Greece, which is 
called the Vintage, 1453, and after that time conquered ma- 
ny Countries in Europe. 

The ſecond Beaſt roſe out of the Earth, or Eaſtern Parts 
of the Roman Empire, Perſia, and Armenia: He had two 
Horns ; he ſpoke like a Dragon, profeſſed the ſame Religi- 
on and Tyranny as the Saracens ;, and his two Horns are 
the Union of the Saracen and Ottoman Empires, and he 
exerciſeth all the Power of the firſt Beaſt, becauſe he ſuc- 
ceeded in his Kingdom; and cauſeth all to Worſhip his Re- 
ligion, or Prophet Mahomet. This firſt Beaſt is deſcribed 
by his wounded Head, and is the Lion, that is the Saracen 
Empire. And this Turkiþ Empire is an exact Image of the 
Saracens Power and Religion. The Life, and ſpeaking of 
this Image is the Exerciſe of the ſame Tyranny, and the 
killing of them that would not ſubmit to it. The Wonders 
that he did, was the Conqueſt of Conftantinople by Guns, 
and the (laying the Emperor, and then the Twkih Empire 
came to its Heighth by the Conqueſts of Mahomer the 
Great. chap. 9. v. 17. tis ſaid of the Turk; Horſes, Out of 
their Mouths iſſued Fire, Smoak, and Brimſtone; which are 
Symbols of Fire-Arms, and then Bombs were invented by 
Mahomet the Great, as Chalcondylas affirms ; or this may 
relate to Mahomet's making Fire come down from Heaven in 
his Alcoran ; but it ſeems moſt probably to relate to the 
falſe Prophet, whom the Mahomedans expect, Muhdi, who, 
Revelations the 19th, v. 20. is called a falſe Prophet, who 
does Miracles betore the Beaſt, by which he deceives them 
who receive the Character of the Beaſt, and worſhip his 
Image. is this falſe Prophet that makes Fire come from 
Heaven, to deceive Men that have the Character of the 
Beaſt. This is the profeſſing, at Circumciſion, that Maho- 
met is a Prophet ſent from God; and then they hold up 
the Thumb of the right Hand, and wear a Turbant on their 
Heads: The Name of the Beaſt is a Muſelman, or true Be- 
liever; and the Number of his Name repreſents a Subject, 
a Diſciple of Mahomet, whole Hegira was 622, when his 
Empire began, and it we add 44, when Julius Czfar mend- 
ed the Calendar, the beginning of Mahomet's Kingdom was 
666-; and thus we may find Mahomet's Name in the begin- 
ning of the Saracen Empire, which he raiſed by his Arms 
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and pretended Miracles; and no other Account was in the 
Roman Empire, but the Julian Year, when Mahomet roſe: 
There is no Computation of the Time of this ſecond Beaſt, 
becauſe he is comprehended in that of the firſt's Empire; 
or elle we may ſuppoſe that 666 is the time of the Duration 
of the Turkiſh Empire, which may be added to the Year 
that they came over Euphrates, and ſettled in Afia 1075, or 
to the beginning of the Ottoman Empire 1280 3 the firſt 
makes 1741, the laſt 1946, neither ſo probable as the Inclu- 


ſion of both Saracen and Ottoman Empires in the time of 42 
Months.

The Reman Empire did not fall till after the taking of 
Conftantinople, when the Empire of the Ottomans began to be 
Antichriſt, or the Beaſt with two Horns, the Syrian and 
Grecian Empires, | 

The Saracens are reckoned by five Months, in chap. 9. 
and chap. 13, by 42 Months, becauſe the Mahomedan Year 
is Lunar, and both Empires muſt laſt 42 Months; and in 
chap. 11. the City Jeruſalem is to be trod down by them 
42 Months, and the Mahomedan Beaſt, or Empire began 
0223 and muſt end 1882; but if we reckon by Hegiras, 
OOner. 7 | 
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The preſent Luxury of the Sultans occaſions their being 
often —_— Their Diviſions by many Sects, the Facti- 


ons of the Janiſaries do now evidently weaken the Turkiſh 
Empire, as well as their frequent Defeats by the Chriſtians 
in our Age: The Sophi of Perſia, the Czar united with the 
Emperor of Germany, the Polanders and Venetians are now 


able to deſtroy the Ottoman Empire, when that time is ap- 


pointed by Providence that they do agree to do it. The 
Greek Church believes the Tzxrk to be Antichriſt, and that 
the Czar will be their Deliverer. The Turks now poſſeſs 
thoſe Countries from whence Ezechiel ſays Gog muſt come 
and they poſſeſs Theſſalonica, where St. Paul gave Notice of 
the Coming of Antichriſt, and the Turk is Gg; and Eſdras 
makes the one Head of the Eagle to ſlay the other, after the 
middle Head is dead, that is the Saracens, 
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XIV. 


The Viſion of Chriſt's coming to Mount Sion, 

with 144 Saints, to deſtroy the Saracens 
both in the Eaſt and Welt ; and alſo the 
Conſtantinopolitan Empire, or Armies of 
the Chriſtians in the Holy War. 


E RE Chriſt appears with'the ſame Number of Saints 
as were ſealed in the twelve Tribes, chap. 7. His 
Father's Name was writ in their Foreheads ; that is, 

they were admitted into Paradiſe, where they uſed their 
Harps and Songs before the Throne, and before the four 
Beaſts, and Elders : A new Song which none could learn, 
but they who were redeemed from the Earth. Theſe are 
the firſt Fruits to God and the Lamb, and redeemed from 
among Men, and therefore in their ſeparate State : Theſe 
were Virgins ; had not defiled themſelves with Women; 
never married, or no Fornicators or Idolaters: And theſe 
accompanied Chriſt to ſtand on Mount Sion with him, whilſt 
the Saracens are deſtroyed at Jeruſalem, in the Holy War; 
and after that by the Tartars, Chriſt's ſtanding on Mount 
Sion ſhews, that the Harveſt was in that Country, or the 
Eaſt, at Babylon; the Deſtruction of which is deſcribed 
Eſd. 2. chap. 15. and ver. 35. tis ſaid, Blood ſpall be from the 
Sword unto the Belly, and Dung of Men unto rhe Camels Hough; 
then they ſhall fnite down their own Star, the Mahomedan 
Caliph. Afterwards another Angel proclaims the everlaſt- 
ing Goſpel; that is, God alone is to be worſhipped : And 
now is the time of this Judgment, that is, during the Holy 
War, the Reformation from worſhipping Images began; 
and this muit be preached to all People. 

And another Angel cried, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, be- 
cauſe it was taken by Tangrolipix 1055, and afterwards 
ſubverted utterly by the Tartars 1260, 

Babylon is ſaid to corrupt all by the Wine of her Forni- 
cation; there the Saracen Caliphs lived, who promoted the 
Mahomedam Worſhip, called Fornication. Another An. 
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gel threatens them that worſhip the Beaſt, with being tor- 


mented with Fire and Brimſtone, in the preſence of the 
Lamb and his Angels, who are now ſuppoſed to ſtand on 
Mount Sion, at this Vengeance on the Saracens and their 
Diſciples: But a Voice from Heaven proclaims them Bleſſed 
who die in the Lord, that is for the Faith of Jeſus 3 and are 
Executors of his Wrath in the Deſtruction of the Saracens, 


i, Note, This Chapter relates to the Saracens, as we know 
by the Mark in the Hand and Forehead, and the 
Worſhip of the Beaſt and his Image. The Turks 
afifted the Saracens in the Holy War, and were 
then Mahomedans, EY 


A. D. 766. Old Babylon was built on Euphrates, but 
Bagdat by Almanſor, on the Eaſt-fide of Tigris, and has the 
Epithet of The City of Salvation, This Judgment on it was 
for her Fornication, which may be leaving Chriſt's Religi- 
on, and following /fabomet's, the firſt Beaſt who was both 
Prieſt and King. The Mahomedans are guilty of great For- 
nication, as well as Idolatry in worſhipping Mahommet, whom 
they in all their Worſhip own as a Prophet ſent from God: 
They ling his Praiſes in their Moſques every Friday; the 
Moors pray to him, and Busbeguius, in his third Epiſtle, de- 
ſcribes the Worſhip of Mahomet thus; Sacerdote Mahome- 
tis nomen pronuntiante pariter una omnes capita ad genua uſ- 
que ſubmittebant \, cum nomen dei proferretur, in faciem vene- 


rabundi procidebant, pag. 178. They kils. and adore the 


Alcoran as a Book lent by Gabriel from Heaven. In their 
Prayers they depend on Maßbomet's Merit, and ſay, Peace 
ana Bleſſing be to their Prophet. They read Chapters of his 
Alcoran at the time of their publick Prayers, and call Ma- 
bomet in their Prayers, Lord of the Creatures, In the ſecond 
Surat 'tis writ, We have appointed Mecca's Temple for a cer- 
tain Refuge for Penitents; and thither ſpall you turn your Faces 
whereſoever you are Praying, And Mecca is called The City 
of the Prophet ;, and thither Pilgrimages are made, becaule 
Aanomet Preached there; and all the Pilgrims expect Par- 
don and plenary Indulgence for their Sins, if they have 
once prayed in that Holy Place; and they are eſteemed 
more Holy than any other. They ſalute their Guardian 
Angels in their Prayers, by turning their Heads to their 
Shoulders: They bave many fabulous Legends of Maho- 
met's Miracles: They have many oral Traditions in their 
Sur ma : They pray for their Dead ; uſe Roſaries in their

Prayers. This is their 1/aniſm, or State of Salvation. Tis 
the higheſt Blaſphemy ro deny Chriſt to be the Son of God ; 
and to call Mahomer.a greater Prophet. To forſake Chriſt's 
for Muhomet's Religion, is playing the Harlot, and Forni- 
cation: And the Mahomedans pay a Hero-worſhip to Ma- 
bomet, tho' they Worſhip no Images, and thereby are Ido- 
laters : They ſwear by Mahomet. Busbeguius's Ser mo legati 
deſcribes their Emperors Oath, Ego hoc jusjurandum, per 
vivum & verum creatorem celi & terre, per vera ſigna mag- 
ni, & venerandi noftri Prophetæ, & c. And to Swear by Ma- 


ho met is Idolatry. 


2. Note, That the time of this Deſtruction of the Saracens 
is plainly intimated by the Angel, who proclaimed 
the Goſpel, or Chriſtian Religion, free from the 
Worſhip of Saints and Angels, and their Images; 
the Chriſtian Churches were ſubjected to the Sara- 
cens, who ſeverely puniſhed their Idol. worſpip; and 
here the Chriſtians come to Mount Sion to revenge 
on the Saracens their Wor ſhip of Mahomet, called 
Fornication, The Lamb with the 144 Thouſand, 
repreſent a ſolemn Judgment, ſitting to condemn 
them, or the Chriſtian Army coming to take Jeru- 
ſalem, and raiſe a Chriftian Kingdom there; their 
Army was 300--000. The Reformation began 
from 1160, but the Waldenſes began 1218. Wal- 
dus was a Citizen of Lyons, but was drove thence, 
and his Followers into divers Countries, Germany, 
Sarmatia, Bohemia, Livonia, Calabma, Apulia, 
Province, Piedmont, Tholouſe; and they were 
called Albigenſes. 5 

Waldus's chief Articles were, that the Scripture 
is the Rule of Faith, and the Saints no Mediators ; 
no Purgatory, nor Maſſes for the Dead, He de- 
nied the Pope's Supremacy, and aſſerted the Com- 
munion under both Kinds; and affirmed, that the 
Church of Rome was Babylon in the Apocalypſe. 
This is the everlaſting Geſpel, and therefore the Ke- 
formation is here plainly deſcribed, which teaches 
the Worſhip of the Creator only. 


After this Deſtruction at Jeruſalem, Chriſt is repreſented 
as coming on a white Cloud by an Angel, like to the Son 
of Man, as his Meſſenger, had on his Head a Gold Crown, 
in his Hand a ſharp Sickle. And another Angel came * 
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of the Temple, and commanded him to Reap. Tis the 


— 


time appointed to deſtroy the Saracen's in the Eaſt; and 


the Tarrars in Syria, who were at firſt Chriſtians, did 
the ſame. Another Angel came out of the Temple with a 
Sickle to gather the Cluſters of Grapes, and to caſt them 
into the Vine-preſs of the Wrath of God; and the Vine- 
preſs was trod out of the City, and the Blood came to the 
Horſes Bridles, by the ſpace of a thouſand and fix hundred 
Furlongs. The Saracens were deſtroyed in the Weſt by the 
Germans, Italians, French, and Spaniards, in which Coun- 
tries Wines abound. 1148 the Spaniards drove the Sara- 
cens from Armenia and Tortoſa, 1490 Ferdinand drove the 
Moors out of Granada and Spain, where they had lived 
700 Years in continual Wars : But by the mention of the 
City, this muſt relate to the taking Jeruſalem 1099, when 
the dead Bodies ſwam in Blood ; and now there remains 
none of the Saracens, but the Moors in Africa. 

But fince the Saracens cannot be called the Vine of the 
Earth, it is moſt probable, that this great effuſion of Blood 


was at the Siege and taking of the City of Conftantimople, 


which was 1453, whereas the Saracens were ſubjected to 
the Turkiſh Empire, A. D. 1300. 

The Greek Church is moſt properly called the Vine of 
the Earth. In Pſalm Soth, v. 14. 15th, the Jews are 
called the Vine, and God's Vineyard : And this may repre- 
{ent the Deſtruction of the Grecian Cities and Churches; 
and thoſe in Thrace, or Aſia minor, within 200 Miles of 
Conſtantinople, which was long beſieged by Badjazet, about 
eight Years. The 1600 Furlongs are 200 Miles. And the 
firſt Angel came out of the Temple with his ſharp Sickle, and 
another from the Altar, who had Power of Fire. This laſt 
intimates that the City was burnt firſt ; and he called to the 
firſt to cut the Cluſters, and caſt them into the Vine-prels z 
that is, great Slaughters were made of thoſe who fled out 
of that City, when it was taken, 

Tho' this be a probable Interpretation, yet Chriſt ſtand- 


ing on Mount Sion, determines the Place of effuſion of 


Blood within 200 Miles of the City of Feruſalem, when Sa- 

ladin came from egypt, and took Jeruſalem, and all the Ci- 
ties in Paleſtine and Phenicia. Feruſalem was taken by the 
Chriſtians 1099. but they were drove out of the Eaſt 1291; 
and they may be the Vine of the Earth. 1187, Jeruſalem 
was taken by Saladin, and Ptolemais, and Antioch, and 
1234, the Agyptian Sultan took Feruſalem, razed it, and 


put all to the Sword, and ſpared not the Temple of the Se- 
i E 3 pulchre. 
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aladin turned the great Temple into a Moſque, 


and uſed others as Stables. 

'2 Eſdr. ch. 12. v. 27. After the great Saracen Head of the 
Eagle was dead; the two that remains ſhall be lain by the 
Sword, v. 28. The Sword of the one ſhall devour the other

Note, There is a Time prefixt by God's Decrees, for the De- 


ftruttion of great Empires, when the Harveſt and 
Vintage is ripe ; and that tis directed by the Mini- 
ftry of Angels. The Saracens are here puniſhed by 
Fire and Brimſtone. And chap. 19. the Ottomans, 
who will ſucceed in the ſame 25 Religion, will be 
thrown into a Lake of Fire burning with Brimſtone. 
The Saims are here repreſented Singing with their 
Harps, in their ſeparate State, for this Deſtruction 1, 
and ſuch great Affairs relating to the Chriſtian 
Church, may be communicated to them by the Angels, 
In chap. 19, Chriſt brings his Saints on white Horſes 
at the Deſtruction of the Ottoman ſecond Beaft. 
And here the Saints come with Chriſt to fland on 
Mount Sion, to rejoyce at this Deſtruttion of the Sa- 
racens. 
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The Viſion of the ſeven Angels receiving the 
ſeven Vials of God s Wrath, or laſt Plague ; 
the Jews return, and build their Temple. 


HESE are called the laſt Plagnes, and muſt ſacceed 

the former, to compleat the Ruin of the Mahomedan 

Empire, by deſtroying the Ottoman Empire, which 
ſucceeded the Saracen in its Tyranny and falſe Religion. 

The Sea of Glaſs before the Throne repreſents the Fews, 
who had been perſecuted, and who had got the Victory 
over the Beaſt; and their Harps are Symbols of their Re- 
joycing for it: They ſang the Song of Moſes, which is that 
the Iſraelites ſang after the Drowning of Pharaoh's Hoſt in 
the Red- Sea; and this the Fews will ſing when they are 
delivered from their preſent Captivity. 

Afterwards, the Tabernacle of the Teftimony in Heaven 
is open'd, the Jews will Rebuild the Temple deſcribed by 
Ezechiel, Then the ſeven Angels come out of the Temple, 
with ſeven Plagnes, clothed like High Prieſts in white Lin- 
nen, girded with Golden Girdles. One of the Beatts deli- 
vered the Vials, and theſe Vials are called another Sign 
or Symbol, and therefore are different Judgments upon the 
ſame Beafts, from the Harveſt and Vintage. Theſe 7 Angels 
repreſent the 7 Shepherds, mention'd by Micah, with 8 Prin- 
cipal Men, whom the Jews will raiſe againſt the AHrians, 
when they come into their Country: For before this, Micah 
ſays, ch. 5. v.3. Then the Remnant of their Brethren ſhall return 
unto the Children of Iſrael. One of the four Beaſts deliver 
the Vials. This muſt be one of the Old Patriarchs, Abra- 
ham probably, who will come with the Jews on their re- 
turn at laſt ; or aſſiſt them by his Power given him in 
Heaven; according to chap. 1. of Eſdras 2, the Patriarchs 
and Prophets will come with the People from the Eaſt, and 
then the Temple will be filled with Smoak, by the Glory 


of God after the Plagues are poured out, Before none 
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could enter into it; that is, before God's Judgments on the 
Ottoman Empire; and the Glory of God in the Temple will 
convert the Jews. So 'tis ſaid, Zach. 12. Gog is conquered 
at the Siege of Jeruſalem. And after that, Chriſt appears 
crucified, upon which the Jews will mourn. 

The Sea of Glaſs repreſents the Multitudes of the Jews, 
who will return to Jeruſalem; the Fire mixt with it, their 
Perſecution, The Victory of the Beaſt is over his Religion 
and Army; and theſe muſt be thoſe Jews who are diſperſed 
in the Dominion of the Beaſt, which will firſt return to Je- 
ruſalem. Part of the two Tribes were drove from their 
Univerſities at Babylon by the Saracens into the Weſt, 
An. 1037. And theie are the two Tribes according to E/- 
dras, they were left on the Borders, 2 Eſd. ch. 13. v. 48. 
And v. 3. He waxed ftrong with the Thouſands of Heaven. 
v. 16. Woe to them that are left behind, v. 17, v. 18. He 
diſtinguiſhes the Condition of the Jews that were left be- 
hind, trom thoſe of the ten Tribes, who muſt return after 
the Multitude is deſtroyed. They that are left behind are in 

reat Perils and Neceſſities. EZechiel tells us, Gog will 

eſiege them. And Daniel ſays, There ſhall be a time of 
Trouble, ſuch as never was ſince there was a Nation. Tach. 
12, mentions the Siege of Jeruſalem; and Eſdras ſays, One 
City ſhall fight againſt another, and one Realm againſt another; 
and Chritt ſhall ſtand on Mount Sion, and it ſhall be baild- 
ed as the Hill graven without Hands, and having deſtroyed 
the Multitude gathered to fight againſt bim, he will call 
(v. 3.) another peaceable Multitude, which is the ten Tribes. 
Therefore the two Tribes in the Borders built Sion, before 
the Ten returned. And Zach. 14, relates the Second over- 
throw of Gog, when they came and took Fernſalem. The 
Sign of the return of the two Tribes, will be Wars in all 
Countries ; and afterwards they wili build Jeruſalem, and 
their Temple, as is intimated, the Temple of the Taber- 
nacle in Heaven was opened; and the ſeven Angels may 
repreſent ſeven High Prieſts of the Jews, in whole time 
theſe Plagues will be poured out. Chap. 11. v. 19. ſays, The 
Temple of God was opened in Heaven, and there was ſeen 
in his Temple the Ark of his Teftament, And there were 
Lightnings, and Voices, and Thundrings, and an Earthquaze, 
and great Hail, Theſe happen after the Battle of Arma- 
giddon, ch. 16. Then Gog is overthrown, as in Zach. 12, 
and after this, the Jews are converted to Chriſtianity 


and till they ſee him whom they pierced, they will not 
mourn, and repent : This is declared, ch. 1, of Rev. * 
e 
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he cometh with Clouds, and every eye ſhall ſee him, and they 
alſo who pierced him, and all the Kindreds of the Earth ſhall 
wail becauſe of him. This only can Convert the Jews, till 
then they will practice the Moſaic Law, as is preſcribed 
in Ezechiel's Temple. Zachary intimates the Coming of 
the ten Tribes, ch. 14. v. 5. And the Lord my God ſhall come, 
and the Saints with thee. But there is no Intimation of the 
ten Tribes retarn, in the Revelations, unleſs repreſented by 
the Armies in Heaven on white Horſes, who come to fight 
the Beaſt's Army. And the Angel ſtanding in the Sun may 
be Michael, who will then ſtand up, that great Prizce, who 
ſtandeth for the Children of thy People, Dan. ch. 12. v. 1. No 

reater Wonder can be, than the return gf the Jews after their 
Diſperſion ſo many Ages. Then they will ſing the Song of 
the Lamb, Great and marvellous are thy works, Lord God Al- 


"mighty, juſt and true are thy ways, thou King of Saints, &c. 


Then all Propheſies will erfectly known, and all Na- 
tions will come and worſhip before God, as is ſaid in the 
Song, for his Judgments predicted, are made manifeſt, 
that is, come on the World, 2 Eſd. ch. 1. v. 38. He de- 
ſcribes the coming of the ten Tribes from the Eaſt, with their 
Leaders, Abraham, Iſaac, Facob, and the twelve Prophets. 
And ch. 2. v. 10. Tell my People, I will give them the King- 
dom of Jeruſalem; v. 16. Thoſe that be dead, I will raiſe 
up again, and bring them out of their Graues; viz. They 
Hall have the Tree of Life, For thy help I will ſend my 
Servants Eſay and Jeremy. I have prepared for thee twelve 
Trees laden with Fruits, and as many Fountains flowing with 
Ailk and Honey. The Trees are for the twelve Tribes; 
the Fountains; the Fertility of their Land; the ſeven 
Mountains, ſeven glorious Cities. At this Time will be 
the Reſurrection of the Juſt, and the Reſtitution of Adam 
Paradiſe. And Daniel, ch. 12. will riſe in his Lot. And 
Fzechiel meaſure his City and Temple, and the Land of 
— When the ten Tribes return, all this muſt be 
one.

1. The firſt Plague is 4 noiſome Sore, upon them that 
had the Mark of the Beaft, This is to happen in the Or- 
2 Empire, where the Beaſt is Worſhipped, and his

"gg The ſecond Plague is a Sea-fight with the Chri/tians, 
which will be very Bloody; but if the Fiſh muſt alſo die, 
that will be by ſome Earthquake, and ſulphureous Exhala- 
tions to kill the Fiſh. 

3. The Rivers and Fountains became Blood. This repre- 
ſents the Wars and Slaughter in Greece or Afia, where the 
Aſſyrians may invade Helleſpont; the Thraciaus rebel as well 
as eAgypt. The Ottomans (lew the Grecians and Afiatics in 
a barbarous manner, and now they will have their own 
Blood to drink, of which the Angel of the Waters thought 
them worthy ſo to be judged ; for which he praiſed God, 
and another Angel ſaid, Amen. The Fountains are the 
Continent. 

4. The Sun ſcorched Men with Fire, that is the doors 
in Africa, for which they blaſpheme God, that is Chriſt, 
who ſends theſe Plagves. | 

5. The Kingdom of the Beaſt is full of Darkneſs, for 
which they gnawed their Tongue. The Darknels and Plague 
will happen where the Royal Seat of their Empire is, or 
elſe thro the Ottoman Empire to enrage them to Blaſ- 
phemies of Chriſt, to whom they will impute theſe Plagues. 

6. The Water of the River Euphrates is dried up, that 
the Kings of the Eaſt might paſs over. Theſe may be Per- 
fians, Indians, and Tartars, who are Mahomedans, Ezech. 38. 
Then there will be three deviliſh Spirits; one from —_ 
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a ſecond in the Beaſt, and a third in Mahdi the falſe Pro- 
pher : And theſe Three falſe deceiving Spirits are ſent to 
the Kings of the Earth, and will perſwade them to come 
together to fight the Jews two Tribes, who are returned 
to Judea, The three Spirits preached the Cauſes of this 
War againſt the two Tribes in Jeruſalem, the Dragon per- 
ſwades them not to Spare them who worſhip God, and 
have the Favour of God in their return. e Reaſon of 
the Beaſt is, the Defence of his Empire; the Reaſon of the 
falſe Prophet; this War is the Propagation of the Maho- 
medan Religion, By theſe Reaſons theſe deviliſh Spirits 
gather the Mahomedans to Armagiddon, and this is near 
Feruſalem, to beſiege it, as is deſcribed by Ezechiel And 
Zachary 12. when Gog came thither with Magog, this is 
the Valley of Deciſion, Joel 3. and there they are overthrown. 
Elmacimo ſays the Arabians calls the Tarks and Tartars, 
Gog and Magog. 

7. The ſeventh Plague is poured into the Air, and then 
the ſeven Vials are finiſhed; it is done, ſignifies the ſame 
as the Voice out of the Temple from whence the ſeven An- 
gels came, and now they may enter into the Temple. 
The Fews are converted to Chriſtianity, deſcribed by the 
Appearance of Chriſt, Zach. 12th. After the Siege, there 
were Voices, Thunders, Lightnings, and a mighty Earth- 
guake, And the great City Conftantinople was divided in- 
to three Parts, and the Cities of the Nations fell : And 
Bavylon, now Bagdat, fell, that ſhe might taſte of the Cup 
of the Fierceneſs of God's Wrath: And every of the Eaſtern 
Iſlands fled away, were Ruined by the Earthquake, and 
the Mountains, or Cities ſunk alſo, were not found. And 
there fell on Men a great Hail, which accompanied the 
Thunder, about the weight of a Talent, and that cauſed 
Men to blaſpheme Chrift, as the Author of that Plague; 
the Mahomedans looking on the Chriſtians as their inve- 
terate Enemies. And the Plagues in the Air, are Thunder, 
Lightning, Hail, and Earthquakes, 

Exech. ch. 38. mentions the Earthquake; the Moun- 
tains ſhall be thrown down, the great Hail ſtones, Fire and 
Brimſtone; every Man's Sword ſhall be againſt his Brother. 
Thus Gog's Army at Armagiddon will be deſtroyed, which 
came out of Perſia, Mthiopia, Libya, and the North Quar- 
ters; who come to ſpoil the deſolate Places that are now 
inhabited ; and the People gathered out of all Nations. 

Seven Angels, with their Trumpets deſtroyed the old Ro- 
man Empire, chap. 8. Seven deſtroy the Saracen Empire,

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chap. 14. Seven deſtroy the Ottomans, chap. 16. All Revo. 


lutions are done by Angels, and are here repreſented by 
them, and theſe may be the ſeven Angels before the Throne 
and theſe here repreſent ſeven High Prieſts of the Jews, 
after their return, in whoſe Time theſe Plagues may happen. 
The pouring out of the Vials is before Chriſt appears, 
Zach. 14. And the laſt War, Kev. 19, is the War men- 
tioned, as the ſecond Coming of Gog, Rev. 14. Both theſe 
3 of Gog or the Turks, are before the Millennium, 
and a third Coming of Gog, after the Millennium, Rev. 20. 

Rev. ch. 11. The two Witneſſes, or Eaſtern Churches, 
before they are deſtroyed by the Beaſt, have Power given 
them to ſmite the Earth with all the Plagues mentioned ; 
Fire proceeds out of their Mouths, that is, they pray for 
God's Judgments on Antichriſt. They ſhut Heaven, that 
it Rains not; this is the ſcorching Heat of the Sun. They 
turn the Waters into Blood, by fighting with the Turks in 
the Midland-Countries, where Springs and Rivers riſe. All 
the other Plagues are intimated by theſe Words: To ſmite 
the Earth with Plagues as often as they will. 
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The Viſion of the Great Whore, riding on a Scar- 
let Beaſt in the Wilderneſs ; by which is re- 
preſented the Corruption of Chriſtianity in the 
Weſt, and Tyranny of the Popedom over the 
Weſtern Emperor, and ten Kings. X 


T. John is ſhewed by one of the ſeven Angels, Chriſt's 
Judgment on the Whore; and this cannot happen till 
the ſeven Plagues have preceded, and two Tribes of the 

Jews are returned, The Whore hath drawn the Kings 
of the Earth into her Fornication, and the Inhabitants of 
the Earth have been drunk with her Fornication, like Wine. 

By this Fornication is not alway underſtood Idolatry, 
but any Corruption in the Worſhip of Churches; when 
they depart from the Rules of true 3 | 

The Church is Chriſt's Spouſe, and to forſake his Laws in 
Worſhip, is Whoredom. Hoſea, ch. 1. v. 2. tis ſaid, He 
hath committed great Whoredom in departing from the Lord. 
And ch. 2. v. 15. I will betroth thee unto me in righteouſneſs, 
v. 20. J will betroth thee unto me in faithfulneſs. Wai. chap. 1. 
v. 21. The faithful City is become a Harlot; it was full of 
judgment, 1 lodged in it, but now murtherers, v. 23. 
Thy Princes are become rebellious, and are Companions of 
Thieves; every one loveth Gifts, &c. For theſe Immoralities 
Jeruſalem becomes a Harlot. 

This Woman is in the Wilderneſs, whither the Woman 
in the 12th Chap. fled, and therefore is the ſame Church; 
and being called a Whore cannot be the true Church, but 
the Weſtern Church, on the ſeven Heads, the ſeven Hills 
at Rome; which is the place deſcribed. And ſhe rides the 
Scarlet Beaſt with ſeven Heads, and ten Horns, This is the 
Weſtern Emperor whom ſhe ſet up to ride on, and the ten 
Horns are in the Weſt. 
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The Corruptions of this Church, for which the Whore is 
judged, are Worſhip of Images, Reliques of Saints and their 
nvocation, and their Interceſſion, the worſhip of the Sa- 
craments; But ſhe was puniſhed by Baniſhment into the 
Wilderneſs, for her Pretence to a Supremacy and Imperial 
Power; tho there God gave her a Maintenance till this 
Time of her Judgment. 
All the ten Horns were ſubje& to the Papacy as well as 
the Scarlet Beaſt : She fits an many Waters, commanding 
divers Nations. 1. Italy. 2. France, 3. Spain. 4. Portu- 
gal. 5 England. 6. Scotland. 7. Denmark. 8. Swede land. 
9. Poland. 10. Hungary. All theſe Countries Rome for- 
qer'y Goyerned by her Spiritual Authority, and corrupted 
their Worſhip. Germany is the Seat of the Emperor, who 
is rid by the Whore. | 
Italy and the Weſt were long infeſted by Wars from 
ten Nations; and therefore tis called a Wilderneſs, in 
which the Whore rides. | 
The firſt Mark of the Whore is the Corruption of the 
| Veoh in the Weſtern Church, called Fornication. 
Ihe fecond Character is her /irting on many Waters; which 


is, governing many Countries, 

- The third is, She was riding in the Wilderneſs ; Places 
deſolated b Wars. | 

The fourth, She was full of the Names of Blaſphemy ; 
Univerſal Biſhop, Infallible Vicar of Chriſt ; He can depoſe 
Kings, abſolve Subjects from their Allegiance. 

The fifth Note of the Whore, She was arrayed in Scarlet 
and Purple, and decked with Gold, and precious Stones; She 
had a royal Authority, and was very Rich and Proud. 

The fixth Mark of the Whore, was a golden Cup in her 
Hand, fult of Abominations, and filthineſs of her Fornica- 
tion. She gives Power to a Prieſt to turn the Sacrameatal 
Elements into real Blood and Fleſh, and then commands 
them to be worſhipped. 

The ſeventh Mark on her Forehead, is a myſterious Name, 
that is Babylon, not the real, but another myſteriouſly re- 
preſented by that Name; becauſe the Old Babylon did, like 
this Roman Babylon, become the Mother of Harlots, and 
 Abominations 4 the Earth. 

The eighth Mark is, She was drunk with the blood of the 
Saints, and the Martyrs of Jeſus: And at all theſe Marks 
St. John much wondered, as he did at the Woman, ch. 12. 
whom he calls a Wonder. | 
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The ninth Mark is explained by the Angel, the Whore 
5 great City, which 1 over the Kings of the Earth. 
And in St. John's Time, that was Rome; and he faith, the 
ſeven Heads, are ſeven Mountains, on which the. Woman 
ſitteth; therefore Rome is the Place where the Whore has 
her Royal Seat of her Spiritual Empire. 

None but the Pope did alter the Worſhip in the Weſtern 
Churches; none had her Royal Seat on the ſeven Mountains, 
but the Pope ; none perſecuted all Reformation, but the Pope; 
t here is great Sodomy ; and Fornication is allowed in Rome, 
as in old Babylon; ſhe is called myſteriouſly, Babylon, 

The tenth Mark of the great Whore is, ſhe raiſes the 
Weſtern Empire again, And fince none did that but the 
Pope, this is a convincing Proof that the Popedom is the 
great Whore to be here judged. 

' The Beaſt on which the Woman rides, is the Empire in 
the Weſt, which was till Auguſtulus; and at the Beginning 
of the Popedom is not, but ſhall aſcend out of the bottom- 


leſs Pit; that is, was to aſſiſt the Pope in the corrupting of 
the Weſtern Church, but this muſt go into Perdition at 


laſt . And now by the Popes, this Beaſt is again raiſed, 


and in this Empire ſeven French Emperors, five of which 


were fallen,when the Pope came to this height of Authority ; 
one is at that very Time, the other is not yet come, and 
will remain a {mall Time, and then the Beaſt or Empire 
which was, and is not, is the Eighth; and is of the ſame 
Caroline Family as the Seventh, and goeth into Perdition 
at laſt. The Empire goes from the Caroline Family, and is 
poſſeſſcd by the Saxons, &c. By this Anigma, the Beaſt 
that was, and is not, and yet is; St. John ſhews who the 
Beaſt is, who is rid by the Whore. Firſt, The ſeven French 
Emperors, and at the Time of the Sixth, the Popedom was 
got into a Flouriſhing State in making theſe Emperors, and 
in transferring them from France into Germany, on whom 
the Pope would ride ; that is, Govern for ſome Time. Charle- 
maigne was the firſt, A. D. 800. And Arnolphus the Ger- 
man is the Eighth, 888. All this ſhews whois the Beaſt to 
be rid by the Pope. The ſixth Emperor Reigned but one 
Year, and therefore tis ſaid of him that he 7s, or at his 
time all the former Marks will appear in the Whore, The 
ten Kings are ten Horns, which have no Power, as yet are 
no Kings; but they will receive Power as Kings one Hour 
with the Beaſt : And theſe have one Mind, and ſhall give 
their Power and Strength to the Beaſt, and theſe ſhall * 

ar 
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War with the Lamb, who ſhall overcome them : For he 
is the Lord of Lords, and King of Kings ; and they that 
are with him are Called and Choſen, and Faithful. Theſe 
are thoſe who oppoſe the Corruptiotis of Rome. And the 
ten Horns are ten Emperors, or one of the ten King 
who will make War with them, and the Lamb will at la 
conquer them: And the Cruelty of the Whore; by which 
ſhe is ſaid to be drunk with Blood, is the Perſecutions 
raiſed by the Pope's Authority, and his Inquiſition. 

The firſt Horn that perſecuted was Philip of France, 
who perſecuted the Albigenſes, about 1218, incited by In- 
nocent the Third to it. His General was his chief Agent, 
and Lewis the Eighth continued the War with them; then 
the Albigenſes in Croatia and Dalmatia, ſet up a Biſhop 
( Bartholmens) againſt the Popes, and the Papiſts took the 
Sign of the Croſs to fight againſt them, by whom mi- 
ſerable Burnings and Slaughters were made in the Wars 
againſt the Albigenſes and Waldenſes; they laſted 70 Years. 
And Perronius ſays, 10 Thouſand were Slain, and in thirty 
Years 90 Thouſand. 


; Pte 
1378. JohnWickeliffe writ in England againſt the Popiſh 
Doctrines; and John Huſs preached againſt them in Bo- 
hemia, who was declared a Heretick 1415, and burnt, Je- 
rom of Prague was burnt 1416. And Boniface the Eighth 
order'd the Hereticks to be Flead and Burnt, 
Wickeliffe rejects the Pope's Pardon, Indulgences and Au- 
thority, and Tranſubſtantiation ; and makes the Goſpel a 
ſufficient Rule. His Bones were burnt by the Order of a 
Council 41 Years after his Death. 
1419. The Bellum Huffticum began under Ziſca, againſt 
Sigiſmond, and Pope Martin. And this may be the Second 
Perſecution by Wars. i 
1545. This may be the third Perſecution under Fravcis, / * 
King of Fance; who ſlew the Maldenſes at Mirandula, Men a 
Women, and Children were barbarouſly Murder'd, and 
whole Villages burnt in Provence. John Minerius executed 
the Decree of the Council at Aix, by Soldiers. See the C 
Catalogue of French Martyrs, from 1524, till 1559. in Fox t 
1546, Charles the Fifth, being aſſiited by the Spaniſh and f 
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Pope's Forces, conquer'd the Proteſtants in Germany, from C 

1546, till 1560. Many Proteſtants ſuffered in Italy; and 2 

in 1540, many in Spain. See the Catalogue in the Book C 

of Martyrs. And this may be the Fourth ann Y

by. Wars, and 1531 the Wars happen'd betwixt the Pro- 
teſtant and Popiſh Town in Swiſſerland. 

1554. Under Queen Mary 800 Proteſtants were Mar- 
tyr'd in England. And this may be the Fifth Perſecu- 
tion, i | 
1562, The Wars under Charles the Ninth of France. 
The firſt under the Duke of Guiſe for the Papiſts, andi the 
Prince of Conde for the Proteſtants. The ſecond War in 
1567. The third 1569. The Maſſacre in France, 1572. 
The Holy League 1576. 50 Thouſand Hugonots were (lain 
in the Civil Wars of France, and 30 Thouſand in the Maſ- 
ſacre. This is the ſixth Per ſecution. 

1585. Henry the Third of France, and his Confederates, 
made War with the King of Navarre and Prince of Conde, 
and commanded the Hugonots to depart out of France in à 
Month's Time; and a great Army was raiſed in Germany, 
1587, to aſſiſt the King of Navarre, And this may be the 
ſeventh Perſecution ; but by the Favour of Henry the 
Fourth, the Proteſtants had got 100 walled Towns into 
their Hands. 

1585. Philip the Second, King of Spain, made War with the 
Hollanders, upon the Account of their Reformation. From 
1565, there were Wars in the Low Countries, about the In- 
quiſition. 1572, The Prince of Orange headed the Proteſtants, 
and the Union at Vtrecht was 1579. And this is the eighth 
Perſecution, | 

1622. Lewis the Thirteenth took many walled Towns 
from the Proteſtants; and fince that Time they have had 
no free Liberty of their Religion: And this is the ninth 
Perſecution. And 1641 was the Ji Maſlacre. 

The tenth Perſecution is to be the laſt and longeſt, as 
Dioclet ian's was; and 'tis as difficult to ſtate theſe ten laſt 
Perſecutions, the Horns made by the Pope's Inſtigation, 
as it was the ten Firſt in the Beginning of Chriſtianity, 

1685. Lewis the Fourteenth abrogated the Edict of Naxrs, 
and then ſent his Soldiers to Dragoon the Proteſtants for 
their Religion. | 

Jerien dates this Perſecution from 1655, when the Duke 
of Savoy undertook to deſtroy the Prateitants in Pied mont; 
his Soldiers made a great Maſſacre of them, but they de- 
fended themſelves with Succeſs, and other Proteſtant States 
obtained a Peace for them. A Perſecution began in Poland 
after this, and the Reformed were driven out of that King- 
dom into Tranſylvania, Hungary, Germany, at the fame 


Time, after the Pyrenean Peace, the Perſecution began in 
22 F France, 
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France. 1671, The Perſecution began in Sileſia, Moravia, 
Hungary, in which the Proteſtant Religion was almoſt ex- 
tirpated. The King of France excited the Perſecution in 
Piedmont, by procuring an Edict of Savoy againſt the Pro- 
teſtants. The French Edit Commands them that will not 
Communicate, to be ſent to the Galleys. The Perſecution 
in Piedmont laſted from 1555, to 1561. 1540, There were 
Perſecutions in Scotland. 1478, The Inquiſition was ſet up 
in Spain, by which many Proteſtants have been butcher'd 
in all the Spaniſp Kingdoms. 1551, Paul the 4th was a great 
Antilutherian, in whoſe Time 150 Thouſand Proteſtants 
were deſtroyed in thirty Years ſpace. 1234, The Albin- 
genſes were (lain in Spain by the Command of Gregory the 
Third. 1220. Lewis was excited by the Pope to lay Siege 
to Tholouſe, but the Earl of Tholouſe beat the French King. 

In Holland, as Vergerian relates, 150 Thouſand were 
lain by the Inquiſition in 30 Years. Thus the Whore 
was drunk with the Blood of the Martyrs, To theſe we 
muſt add thoſe ſent to the Gallies, and vaſt Numbers ba- 
niſhed out of Fance: And many ſmaller Perſecutions have 
happened, by this Confederacy of the ten Horns with the 
Beaſt and Popedom. ; 

Wicklife, and the Lollards were perſecuted in the Reigns 
of Henry the 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th. But at Jaſt, the 
ten Horns on the Beaſt ſhall hate the Whore, or Popedom 1 
eat her Fleſh, ſeize on her Revenues, and burn her with 
Fire, and make her deſolate and naked. Thus God will 
put it into their Minds to agree with the Beaſt, or Em- 
peror, to fulfill God's Wrath on the Whore. 

The Beaſt and ten Horns hate the Pope, becauſe he De- 
poſes and Excommunicates them at his Pleaſure, and ex- 
acts Money from their Subjects, and exempts his Clergy 
from the Civil Power. Theſe Kingdoms now hate the Pope- 
dom, England, Scotland, Holland, Denmark, Pruſſia, Swede- 
land, and Swiſſerland; and they will joyn with the Emper- 
or to burn Rome, the Seat of the Popedom. 

The Army of Charles the Fifth plunder'd Rome, and burnt 
0 : And many Emperors had Wars with the Pope near 200 
Y ears. N 
| will here give an Account of the German Emperors, to 
ſhew, that Part of the Roman Empire yet continues, which 
the Pope raiſed in the Welt to ride on. 

There were forty Heathen Emperors, and eight Chriſti- 
an before the Empire was divided by Theodoſius the 
Great, into the Eaſtern and Weſtern Parts. lu the Weſt 
Of | Were 
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were twelve Emperors, and Auguſtulus the laſt; and then 
the Roman Empire had ſtood 512 Years. In the Weſt ſuc- 
ceeded nine Gothic Kings, in 77 Years. Then the Lam- 
bards had * or 23 in Italy: But the Greek Emperor 


retained the Exarchate at Ravenna; and 47 Emperors ſuc- 
ceeded in the Weft, being new raiſed by the Pope; ten of 
the French Family, four of the Saxon, fourteen of the Fan- 


coniant, and Suevian Blood. Then an Inter-reign from 1250, 


till 1273. During which, 9 took the Title, tho' not le- 
gally choſen. Then 10 of the Auſtrian Family, till Ferdi- 
nand the Third, and *tis ſtill in the ſame Line. All theſe 
have ſucceeded as Roman Emperors, tho Elected, they have 
Precedence of all Princes in Europe. He is the Beaſt with 
ten Horns, and the Pope is not the Beaſt, but rides on him. 


The Arms of the Empire are, a Black Eagle with two Heads, 


The Muſcovite Arms, a Spread Eagle with leſſer Wings. 
The Poliſb, an Eagle Argent; the Body of the Eagle is the 
Roman Empire, according to Eſdras. And theſe will joyn to 
deſtroy the Ottoman Empire, 
Gregory the 7th, called Hildebrand, A. D. 1076, raiſed 
the Grandeur of the Popedom by theſe Canons. 
1. Chriſt made the Pope his Vicar, and Univerſal Biſhop. 
2, He can Depoſe all Biſhops, and his Legate muſt Pre- 
ſide in all Councils, 
3. He can Depoſe any Prince, and all muſt Kiſs his Feet. 
4. He is an Infallible Judge in all Diſpvtes, and he is no 
Catholick, that is not of the Roman Church. 
5. That Prieſts ought not to Marry. They cannot pray 
Souls out of Purgatory. Prayers muſt be uſed in Latin. 
Hildebrand rebelled againſt Henry 4th, and was choſe 
without his Conſent, and Depoſed by him: And he Excom- 
municated the Married Clergy. | 
All the. perſecuting Kings were to riſe in Future Ages of 
the Weſtern Empire, and the ten Horns joyn with the Beaſt 
one Hour, that is for ſome ſmall Time, Theſe Perſecutions 
are called making War with the Lamb, who will at laft over- 
come them; and they that are perſecuted, are called faith- 
ful and choſen ;, and theſe are the Proteſtants : And the ten 
Horns will be excited by God, to fulfill his Will, by af 
fiſting rhe Emperor in burning Rome; which will happen 
when the Roman Beaſt, now German Emperor, engages in 
a War with the Pope and Italian Princes; and then the 
ten Horns will aſſiſt him, as Confederates againſt the Pope- 
dom. We are now ſatisfied that they frequently oppoſe 
the Pope, and many hate him, as the great Whore, and 
RT there- 
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therefore the Time approaches, when they will burn Rome, 
to give it its firſt Fall. But its utter Ruin by the Ma- 
homedan Pyrates will not be till A. D. 1866. The Pope- 
dom began 606, to which we muſt add 1260, the Time, 
Times, and half a Time. 


Note, That in Chapter the 12th, we have the Beginning 
of the Hiftory of the Weſtern Church. And if we 
add Chap. 17. te it, we find it continues the ſame 
Hiſtory of the Woman in the Wilderneſs, in our Times, 
when the great Whore is hated by the Beaſt, and 
many Horns ; and they are diretted by this Prophecy 
to burn her. And the Hiftory of the 17th, is com- 

* prehended in the Time computed for the Woman's 
5 being in the Wilderneſs, Ch. 12. The Return of the 
two Tribes of the Jews will happen, after the burn- 
ing of Rome, its firſt fall; and its utter Deſtruction 
by Pyrates, ,or its. laſt Fall, like a Stone thrown into 

the Sea, will be 1866. 


CHAP. 
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The Fall of Myſcal Babylon, or Rome, by 
Siege; which will occaſion a Plague, Fa- 
mine, and Burning. 


FTER theſe Things, viz. the hatred of the ten Horns, 
their eating her Fleſh, and burning her with Fire, 
another Angel, very Glorious and Powerful, proclaims 
the utter Deſtruction of the Popedom by two Falls, Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen, v. 8, Her Plagues ſhall come in one Day, 
Death, and Mourning, and Famine, and ſhe ſhall be utterly 
burnt with Fire, v. 21. Anda mighty Angel took» np a Milli- 
ftone and caſt it into the Sea, Thus with Violence thall that 
great City Babylon be caſt down, and ſhall be found no 
more at all. This ſecond Fall could not come from the ten 
Horns, becauſe, v. 9. 'tis faid, The Kings of the Earth 
who have committed Fornication, and lived deliciouſly with 
her, ſhall bewail her, and lament for her, when they fhall ſee 
the ſmoke of her burning, v. 10. ftanding afar off, for the 
fear of her Torment, Therefore this ſecond Fall -muſt 
come from ſome foreign Invaſion of the {ahomedans, as is 
deſcribed in the Sibylline Oracles, they will utterly deſt roy 


her, as the Stone caſt into the Sea intimates that Invaſion 


by Sea. The Fate of the Roman Empire was evidently de- 
ſcribed by the Sibyls ;, and that was a ſufficient Reaſon for 
their frequent conſulting of them, and keeping them in 
Private: And they were well known to Conſtantine. 

This Angel gives the Reaſon of this Deſtruction of Rome. 
She was become the Habitation of Devils, and the Hold of 
every foul Spirit, and a Cage of every unclean and hateful 
Bird. For all Nations have drank of the Wine of the Wrath 
of her Fornication, and the Kings of the Earth have come 
mitted Fornication with her; her Sins have reached to Hea- 
ven : She ſaith, I fit a Queen, and am uo Widow ; and 
ſhall ſee no Sorrow. This 15 the Pride of the Clergy, aud 
the Corruption of Religion in all Nations, ſubject to the 
Popedom. The Papacy is repreſented by the City of Xome 
Where it Governs. So in the old Prophets, Jeru/alem i. 
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—__ 
condemned for the Sins of the Kings and Prieſts, and 
People who inhabited it; and Rome; for Merchants may here 
de her Clergy, who fell Pardons and Indulgences. 

A Voice ſrom Heaven calls the People out of her, that 
they partake not of her Sins, and Plagnes. This may then 
be ſome extraordinary Preaching againſt the Popedom, or 
the clearer Apprehenſion of this Prophecy concerning its 
Ruin, a little before Rome's utter Deſtruction. And this 
may be after the firſt Fall by the Hatred of the Beaſt or 
Emperor, and ten Horns confedetate with him. All the 
Catholick Countries have already reſtrained the Exorbitant 
Power of the Popedom, viz. Their Supremacy over Prin- 
ces, and depoſing Power, and the Exemption of their Clergy 
from the Civil Magiſtrate : And they make the Pope ſubjett 
to the General Councils. This is a Part of the firſt Fall of 
Babylon in its Civil Power over all Kingdoms; and its 
Spiritual Power is diſowned in all Proteſtant Nations, and 
their Monaſteries deſtroyed, and her Prieſts baniſhed ; and 
Charles the Fifth burnt her with Fire. | 

Rome's Luxury in Delicacies is deſcribed by her Mer- 
chandize of Silver, Gold, precious Stones, fine Linnen, 
Purple, Silk, Scarlet, Thyine Wood. This Dioſcorides men- 
tions, (ib. 1. In Italia croco inficiunt ligna Thyina, Ivory, 
Braſs, Iron, Marble, Cinnamon, Odours, Oyntments, Frank- 
incenſe, Wine, Oyl, Wheat, Beaſts, Horſes, Chariots, 
they trade for the Bodies and Souls of Men that is, they 
ſell the Reliques of their Saints, and for Money pardon the 
Souls in Purgatory: Her Merchants grown rich by theſe 
Trades, lament the Loſs of it. The Gold and Silver, and 
fine Linnen, Purple, and precious Stones, were the Orna- 
ments of their Temples, and in one Hour are deſtroyed by 
Burning, and the City made deſolate. 

The Apoſtles and Prophets are commanded to Rejoyce at 
this Deſtruction, by which God avenged their Blood ſhed in 
Rome, and for her Sorceries, by which all Nations were 
deceived, that is, pretence of Miracles wrought. by the 
Saints Reliques, and their Images. This City ſhall never 
be inhabited, nor any Tradeſmen found in it, nor Muſicians, 
or Marriages. 

The firſt Reformers thought the Pope was Antichriſt, be- 
cauſe he was in many reſpects like him : And the Pope re- 
ſembles the Mahomedans in theſe Particulars : 

IT. Mahozet pretends to a falſe Commiſſion from God, 
to be a King and Prophet ; and the Caliphs are Kings and 
Prieſts. The Pope pretends to both Temporal and 1 1 

Tower; 
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Power; the Vicar of Chriſt, and Prince above all Kings, 


and a Commiſſion to depoſe them. 
2. The Pope is adored as Infallible; and ſo are the Ca- 


liphs, and Mufti's their Succeſſors. 
3. Mahomet is an Interceſſor to God for his Muſſelmen, 


and is adored by them. The Pope has ſet up other Inter- 


ceſſors, Saints and Angels, and orders them to be wor- 


ſhipped, which is Idolatry. And the Mabomedans worſhip 
the Alcoran, as the Papiſts do the Reliques of Saints, 

4. The Mahomedans force all they can to embrace their 
Religion, or elſe perſecute them by Tributes, and Tyranny ; 
and have ſhed an exceeding quantity of Chriſtians Blood 
in the Eaſt, and Europe. The Popes have raiſed many 
bloody Per ſecutions, and ſlaughtered an infinite Number of 
Proteſtants, upon account of Religion in the Weſt, 

For theſe Reaſons, if there be many Antichriſts in our 


Age, this Tyranny and 1 * may make him the Whore 


or great Antichriſt in the Weſt, But the Great Antichriſt 
in St. John muſt deny Chriſt to be God's Son, and that the 
Pope never did; but Mahomet expreſly does, in his Alco- 
ran; and Gog is the Antichriſt in the Eaſt; and Paul ſays,

* will be ſignally deſtroyed at Chriſt's ſecond Coming, 
an 1 are great Enemies to his . ; and the 
Seat of both will be ruin'd with them. Roe by Fire, and 
Babylon or Bagdat, and Conſtantinople, the great City of the 
Ottomans, by an Earthquake. It is much better to call the 
Popedom the great Whore, than Antichriſt ; that we may 
keep to the Words of this Prophecy: And Antichriſt is de- 
ſtroyed at his ſecond Coming, but the Whore a lictle time 
before. The Pope has only corrupted the true Religion by 
his Superſtitious Mixtures ; but the Turk by Force has de- 
ſtroyed the Chriſtian Inſtitutions, and ſubſtituted another 
Prophet, and his Fictions inſtead of Chriit's Revclations, in 
all his Conqueſts; therefore Haniſn is a more evident Op- 
poſition to Chriſtianity, than Popery. And for this Reaſon 


the Turk is the great Antichriſt.

H LLELUYT A His Sung by mach People in Heaven; 
Glory, Honour, and Powey is aſcribed to God, for his 
righteous Judgment on the great Whore, who corrupted 
the Earth by her Fornications : And he hath auvanged the Blood 
of his Saints. ah * 

And again they ſaid, Hallelujah : And the four Beafts 752 
down, and twenty four Elders, and worſhipped God, that ſate 
on the Throne, ſaying, Hallelujah, Amen. 

A Voice came out of the Throne, ſaying, Praiſe God all 
his Servants, and ye that fear him, ſmall and great. This 
is a Command to all the Chriſtians in Earth to rejoyce at 
this fall of Babylon, as the Souls do in their heavenly 
Manſions. 

Then St, John heard the Voice of a Multitude, like many 
Waters, or Thunders, ſaying, Hallelujah, for the Lord God 
Omnipotent reigneth, Let us be glad and rejoyce, and give 
honour to him; for the Marriage of the Lamb is come, and 
fine and clean Linnen is given to his Wife, This is the joy- 
ful State of the Church, and the fine Linnen is the Righ- 
reonſneſs of the Saints, Now all Idolatry is deſtroyed in 
the Weſt, and they are called Bleſſed who live to ſuch 
happy Days, called the Marriage Supper of the Lamb : He 
then will be expected to deftroy Antichriſt in the Eaſt, 
and to Reign in the Millennium. St. John was pleaſed 
with this State of the Church, for which he would have 
worſhipped the Angel, who ſhewed him the Judgment of 
the Whore : But the Angel told him, he was one of his 
fellow Servants, that received this Prophecy from Jeſus. Theſe 
Sayings of the Propheſies are true, without any Symbol, 
but real Events: For which worſhip God. 15 

en 
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Then St. John ſaw Heaven open, and 4 white Horſe came 
out; and he that ſate on him was Chriſt, who judgeth 
righteouſly, and comes to deftroy Antichriſt, and his falſe 
Prophet Muhdi; whom the Turks expect. Chriſt's Eyeiare 
like a 2 of fire, and on his Head many Crowns, his Name 
none knew, but himſelf, tho' his Name be called the Mord 
of God, His Veſture appear'd dipt in blood, The Armies 
in Heaven followed him on white Horſes, clothed in white 
Linnen; He had deſtroyed the Saracen, and Whore, whoſe 
Blood appears on his Garment ; and now comes finally to 
deſtroy the Turks, and all /dahomedans, by the ſword out 
of his Mouth; by his rod of Iren, to ſmite the Nations. And 
he alone inflicts the Almighty's Wrath on them; be- 
cauſe he is King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, And he 
delivers to the Birds the fleſh of Kings, Captains, Mighty 
Men, and of Horſes, and their Riders, And this is called 
The Supper of the Great God, to which the Angel ſtanding 
in the Sun calls them. The Angel ſtanding in the Sun 
may be ſome Leader of the Jews ten Tribes, who are cal- 
led to this Supper like the Birds, who came after a Slaugh- 
ter; or the Angel Michael, Dan. 12th. The Beaſt and his 
falſe Prophet,who pretends to Miracles, will be taken by the 
Angels, and caſt alive into a burning Lade of Fire. This Beaſt 
muſt be ſome of that Succeſſors of the ſecond Beaſt, called the 
Image of the firſt, and the falſe Prophet named before the Bat- 
tle at Armagiddon, ch. 16. as well as here, ch. 19. Therefore 
the Beaſt is only weaken'd by the Plagues, but here burnt. 
And neither the Beaſt, nor the falſe Prophet can be the 
Popedom, which is deſtroyed in ch. 17. and ch. 18. before 
the coming of Chriſt ; and Antichriſt muſt continue till 
Chriſt's ſecond Coming, which is deſcribed in this Chap- 
ter. And this is the ſecond Coming of Gog, before the 
Millennium As is deſcribed Zachary 14, where Chritt fights 
againſt him by an Earthquake. Daniel ſays, Dan. 7. v. 11. 
the Beaſt was /lain, and his Body giver to the burning flame, 
and his Dominion ro the Son of Man, 2 Theſſ. ch. 2. whom 
the Lord will conſume with the Spirit of his Mouth ; and with 
the brightneſs of his Coming. The Sibyl-Oracles call it a 
Fire from Heaven, or a burning Storm. The Eaſtern 
People keep their Marriage Feaſts at Supper. At this time 
all the Tribes of the Jews will return, and be converted 
by theſe ſignal Judgments, and the ſecond Coming of Chriſt. 
And Daniel, ch. 12. v. 7. lays, when he ſhall have accom- 
pliſhed the Diſperſion of his holy People, all things ſpall be 

known,

known; or fulfilled. And Antichriſt's Reign muſt conti - 
nue for 4 Time, Times, and a half, Dan, ch. 12. and ch. 7. 
in both thoſe Chapters, the Time of Antichriſt's King- 
dom is delivered. And therefore the whole Hiſtory of 
Antichriſt's Riſe and Fall is deſcribed, Dan. ch. 11th. as 
well as ch. 7. in all 1260 Hegiras; which make 1220 Ju- 
lian Years : And there are paſſed ſince Mahomet's Hegira 
began 1125, and there remain about 95 Years, when the 
—_— Kingdom will begin to fall by the ſeven 

lagues. 


If we ſuppoſe that 666 is the Time of the Riſe of the

Whore's, and Mahomet s. | | 
Since the Angel came from Heaven, and brought the Key 
of the Pit with him, that Pit muſt be within our Earth; 
and the Devil muſt be chained in ſome particular Place, 
as a Priſon. = | 
Then Thrones were ſet for the firſt Judgment of the 
Juſt ; for the Wicked were deſtroyed by the Fire which 
Chriſt brought with him out of the four Empires, which 
are to be ſubject to the Saints. | 
Afterwards, they who were Beheaded for being Wit- 
neſſes of Jeſus, and for the Word of God, and which had 
not worſhipped the Beaſt, neither his Image, were raiſed 
from Death to live in their Bodies; and they Reigned 
with Chriſt a Thouſand Years. All the Martyrs for the 
Word of God, are thoſe that ſuffered in the firſt Perſe- 
cutions by the Fews, and Pagan Emperors ; and they who 
ſuffered under the Whore, or Antichriſtian Beaſt. | 
Theſe were to Govern during the Millennium; and to 
theſe the Kingdom is given, Dan. 7th. And this bleſſed 
State will belong to all Holy Men to have their part in this 
firſt Reſurrection, for they ſhall be Prieſts ot God, and 
of Chriſt, And in ch. 2. and 3. of the Revelations , all the 
Rewards are promiſed by the Spirit at this time; and all 


good Men have their Names writ in the Book of Lye 4

All Prophetick Times will terminate in the Millennium; 
therefore the time of its Duration, a Thouſand Years, 


muſt be underſtood literally. In ch. 16. v. 20. tis ſaid, Thar 


every Ifland fled away, and the Mountains were not found; 
and the Cities of the Gentiles fell. Theſe Alterations will be 
made by the Earthquake; and the ſame will be made about 
Jeruſalem by the Earthquake. Zach. 14. And living Waters 
Hall riſe in Jeruſalem. | | 

The Trees will afford Fruits for Diet, without any La- 
bour, but the Dreſſing of the Garden like Eden; and all 
the Wicked that remain will be Gg, in the four Corners 
of the Earth, out of the Empires. Ezek. 47, mentions the 
Trees for Meat, and the River for Fiſh , which came forth 


of his Temple in the Millennium: And theſe may be for 


Diet in that State. | 
After the Thouſand Years are ended, Satan will be looſed 


out of Priſon, and he ſhall deceive the Nations, called Gog 


and Magog, to gather them from the four Quarters of the 
Earth. Arabia in the South; Tartary in the North; 
China in the Eaſt, or India: Africa in the Weſt. All thele 
in number, like the Sand of the Sea, encompaſs the Camp of 
the Saints about, and the beloved City Jerulalem ; and then 
they are deſtroyed by Fire from Heaven, and the Devil is 
caſt into the Lake of Fire, to be tormented. for ever. This 
Gop and Magog may be the Remains of the Old Mahome- 
dans, who then will poſſeſs Tartary, India, Arabia, Athi- 
ola, and thele think they can deſtroy all the Saints, as the 


Devil 
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Devil had ſuggeſted to them: And Gog endeavours to de- 
troy their new · built City Jeruſalem, a third time, v. 5. 
The reſt of the Dead lived not again till the Thouſand 
Years were finiſhed, then will be the Reſurrection of the 
Wicked to come to Judgment ; for which End a great white 
Throne will be prone: and Chriſt will Sit on it, from whoſe 
Face the Earth and Heavens fled away, and were not 
found; they were burnt by Fire. Then the Dead, ſmall 
and great, ftood before Chriſt; and the Books, or Records of 


their Lives were opened; and the Dead were judged out of 


thoſe Things which were writ in them : According to their 
works, they were judged, and whoſoever was not found writ 
in the Book of Life, was caſt into the Lake of Fire. ' 
In One Book there is recorded all the good and evil 
Works of Men; in the other are only enrolled the Names 
of them who were to live in the new Heaven, and new 
Earth. And at the Time of this ſecond Judgment, the 
Righteons will be caught up into the Air with Chriſt, and 
placed on his Right Hand, and the Wicked on his Left; 
and he will change the Bodies of his Saints to be like his; 
and then pronounces, Come ye bleſſed, and Go ye curſed ; 
and then there ſhall be no more Death, that is, Separation 
of Soul and Body, nor Hades, or Place to receive their 
Souls; that will be burnt with the Earth, by the Sun, which 
will burn up our World, and was prepared from the beginning 


for a Hell for wicked Angels and Men. All the Planets, 


and Stars will alſo be burnt by the Sun, which were the 
Hades of juſt Men; and then this preſent World will be 
the place of Hell Fire, and this will be without the new 
Heaven and Earth, ch. 22. v. 15. "1M 4 
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G. XXI. 


A Deſcription of a New Heaven and Earth, 
and New Jeruſalem in it. 


THE firſt Heaven and Earth being burnt, the Sea muſt 

| be deſtroyed, and a new Heaven and Earth will be 

produced without a Sea, out of the old Earth. By 

its Conflagration, Fire melts both Earth and Metals into a 
glaſſy Subſtance, like precious Jewels. 

14 a Holy City called Jeruſalem, came down 

from God, out of Heaven, very much adorned, like a Bride 


for a Husband. This is the Tabernacle that will be 1 % 


the Saints in the new Heaven and Earth; and he will dwUl 
with them, and they ſhall be his People. 

In this new Heaven and Earth, there ſhall be no Death, 
nor Sorrow, nor Pain. Thoſe Things are paſt : All Things 
are made new by Chriſt, who fits on his Throne to do it. 
Theſe Words are faithful and true, that is, ſhall certainly 


come to paſs : And 'tis ſaid, It is done. All things are come 


to pals. 
riſt is Alpha and Omega, the Beginning and End; he 
will give to him that deſires it, or thirſts, the Fountain of 
Life freely ; that is, Eternal Life in the new Heaven and 
Earth; and he that overcometh (the Whore, and Anti- 
an ſhall inherit all things: And I will be his God, and 
he ſhall be my Son. But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the 
ominable, and Murderers, and Whoremongers, and Sorce- 
rers, and Idolaters, and all Liars, ſhall have their part in the 
Lake which burneth with fire, and brimſtone, All theſe are ex- 
cluded from the new Heaven and new Earth. 

And afterwards, one of the ſeven Angels ſnewed St. John 
the glorious Jeruſalem, called the Bride or Lamb's Wife, And 
this deſcended from Heaven into the new Earth. 

This holy Jeruſalem has the Glory of God in it; and 
that was like a Jaſper in Splendor, and clear as Cryſtal, 
The City had à great and high Mall, with twelve Gates, 
and at the Gates twelve Angels. The Names of the twelve 
Trihes were written on the Gates, and on the — 
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the Names of the twelve Apoſtles ; The building of the Wall 
was of Faſper, and the City pure Gold, like unto clear Glaſs, 
The twelve Gates were Pearls; the twelve Foundations of 
the Wall garniſhed with precious Stones. No Structure 
could be more Glorious than this heavenly City built b 
Chriſt for the Reward of the twelve Tribes, in the fr 
place; and other Nations were to walk in the light of it, and 
other Kings of the new Earth will bring their glory and 
honour into it. The Glory of God does enlighten this City, 
and the Lamb is the Light thereof; there ſhall be no Night 
there, nor the Gates ſhut ;, there will be no Temple in the 
new Heaven and Earth; becauſe the Lord God Almighty 
and the Lamb are there preſent, as the Temple of it ; there- 
fore the Prieſts only praife God, and none ſhall be admit- 
ted that worketh Abominations, or makes a Lye that is, 
teaches any falſe Worſhip, or that defileth, 

Ch. 22. A pure River runs out of the Throne of God, 
and the Lamb. This is the Water of Life, clear as Cryſtal, 
on each fide the tree of Life, which bears twelve manner 
of Fruits, and yielded her Fruit every Month; and Leaves of 
the Tree were for Tegamiey familitium of the Gentiles, Luk. 
12. 42. Eternal Life flows from God like a River, and is 
like the Eating of the Tree of Life in Eden. Pal. 36, v.8th. 
Thou ſpalt give them drink of Pleaſures, as out of the River. 
v. 9. For with thee is the Well of Life; and in i" Light ſhall 


we ſee Light. David compares the Pleaſures of Heaven to 


ſuch a River. 


There ſhall be no more Curſe; that is, Men ſhall fin no 
more, nor the new Earth be curſed for it ; all will Serve 
him, becauſe the Throne of God and the Lamb ſhall be 
there, and they (hall ſee his Face, and his Name will be 
in their Foreheads; and they ſhall Reign for ever and ever. 
The Figure of this Holy City is four-ſquare; the Length, 
and Breadth, and the Height of the City are equal, by the 
Angels meaſure, This City is not Exzechiel's, that is built 
on our Earth, and tis only a Figure of this heavenly City, 
built in the new Earth, whoſe Author and Founder is God; 
Iſai. ch. 54. v. 11, 12, J will lay Stones with fair Colours, 
and thy Foundation with Saphirs : And he deſcribes this City 
as God's Wife, v. 5. Thy maker is thy Husband, This 
may relate to the New Jeruſalem in the Millennium, or in 
this new Earth. And Tobit 13. v. 21, The Gates of Jeru- 
ſalem Hall be built with Saphir Stones, and the Smaragdus, 
ana the compaſs of its Walls of every precious Stone. 
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This City had no need of the Sun, nor Moon, becauſe 


the Lord God gives them Light by his Glory, therefore 
there will be no time in this Kingdom of God and the 
Lamb, but both will have their Thrones in it for ever; 
only the Months will be known by the Tree of Life bearing 
Fruit every Month. | 

There will be Kings of Nations in this new Heaven and 

arth, whoſe Imploy is to bring their Glory and Honour 
into this City, and come thither to worſhip God and the 


Lamb; Matth. 19. When the Son of Man ſpall fit on the 


Throne of his Glory, you ſhall alſo fit on twelve Thrones judg- 
ing, that is, governing the twelve Tribes of Iſrael ;, and at 
laſt, in the end of the Millennium, Chriſt ſhall give up that 
Kingdom into the Hands of his Father, 1 Cor. 17. But yet 
his Throne will be in this new Heaven and Earth, as well 
as that of God; and the Lamb is the Light thereof. The 
Jews will be preferred in this new Earth, their Names are 
on the twelve Gates, the Apoſtles will govern them, and 
they muſt enjoy the twelve manner of Fruits, but the Leaves 
'of the Tree are for the Nations uſe. 

Theſe Sayings are Faithful and True; they are no Sym- 
bols, but literally true. Theſe things muſt ſurely be done, 
as the Angel hath related, by the Command of God, who 
inſpired the former Prophets. Bleſſed is he who ob- 
ſerveth theſe Propheſies. Chriſt will come quickly to per- 
form what St. John heard and ſaw ; and then he fell down 
to worſhip the Angel, who forbad him, becauſe he was one 
of his fellow Servants, and of his Brethren the Prophets. 
Theſe Propheſies are not to be ſealed, becauſe the Time 
was at hand of ſome of them, and he pronounced him bleſſed 
that does Chriſt's Commands, that he may have right to 
the Tree of Life, and may enter in thro' the Gates, into 
the City; for without are Dogs, Sorcerers, Whoremongers, 
Idolaters; and whoſoever loveth and maketh a Lye. Chriſt 
Will come quickly to give to every one according to his Works. 
Jeſus baths ſent his Angel to teftifie theſe Things to the 
Churches, 

I obſerve, that this new Earth will have but two Ele- 
ments, the Earth, and Ether. There will be no Sea, and 
conſequently no Rivers, nor Springs, which uſually make 
a Sea, by running into it; therefore the clear River of 


Life proceeding from the Throne of God, and the Lamb, 


muſt be taken Metaphorically, as well as the Tree of Life; 
for Verſe 17. Chap. 22. tis ſaid, Let him take the Waters of 
Life freely. And chap. 7, v. 17. The Lamb ſyall lead _ to 
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living Fountains of Water, By the Water and Trees is 


repreſented an eternal Duration, depending on God's 
Throne or Power; for then Mens glorified Bodies will 
want neither Food nor Drink to nouriſh them: and the 
Earth being melted, can yield no Vegetables; and there 
being no Moon to divide Time.into Months, and no diffe- 
rent Seaſons of the Year, which depend on the Motion of 
the Earth, or Sun; there will be no Sorrow or Uneaſineſs 


of Mind, nor Pain of Body, both enjoy the greateſt Trari- 


quillity ; our Eyes will behold the molt ravithing Objects, 
the Face of God, and Chriſt ; and our Ears charmed with 
heavenly Songs, and Muſick ; all ſhall ſerve him, and reign 
for ever and ever; the Fluids in our Body will be ethereal, 


or light, the ſolid Parts like precious Stones, or Gold, im- 


mortal, there being no Fire or Water, to burn or drown 
this New Creation; and there can be no marine or terre- 
{trial Enemies for Food, or Sacrifice, or any uſe to Menz 
as in this World, but Men and Angels will live together; 
under the Form of an Angelical Kingcom, in glorious Bos 


dies like Chriſt's, Rev. ch, 1,

Prophets, Iſaiah, Daniel, Exechiel, Zechariah, 
and Eſdrass two Books, and the Sibylline Oracles;

4. The Lamb receives from God his Decrees concerning 
the Roman Empire, and his Church, and the ſame Honour 
is paid to the Lamb as to God, by all the Saints and Angels, 
Blefſmg, Glory, Honour, and Power be unto him that ſitteth 
on the Throne, and to the Lamb for ever and ever, ch. 5. 
F. The Lamb opens the Decrees 3 the Roman

. 7, God imploys the ſeven Angels; who ſtand before his 
Throne, to raiſe ſeven new Heads in the Roman Empire, 
by ſeveral Invaſions; therefore they are now concerned in 
the Revolutions in all Kingdoms, and. ſeven Angels execute 
his Wrath on the Szracens, ch. 14.

Church, now under the Turks, and the paſt Hiſtory of the 
Mahomedan Empire agrees with theſe Propheſies, and has 
laſted above 1100 Hegiras, | | | 
9. Ch. 12. deicribes the Riſe of the Whore by the twelve 


Stars, — ber Supremacy over all Churches, and 


by the Wings of the Eagle her Imperial Power, for which 
ſhe is drove into the Wilderneſs And ch, 17. repre- 
ſents her Cruelty and Abominations, and her raifing the 
Weſtern Empire to ride on: At laſt the 1 on her; 
ch. 18. by burning her City. Both Eaſtern and Weſtern 
Churches ſuffer, for worſhipping Saints, and Angels, and 
Reliques, &c. And [ have often conjectured, that the De- 
ſtruction of Conftantinople, which was the moſt remarkable 
that ever happened for Effuſion of Blood, is deſcribed ch. 
14. after the Fall of the Saracen Einpire; ver. 17. by ano- 
ther Angel that came out of the Temple, and by another 
Angel that came out from the Altar, which had Power ovef 
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Fire, and by his Sickle he gathered the Cluſters of the Vine 
of the Earth, and caſt them into the great Wine-preſs of 
the Wrath of God; and the Wine-preſs was trod without 
the City, and Blood came up to the Horſes Bridles, by the 
ſpace of 1600 Furlongs. Mahomet the Great, A. D. 1453. 
made extreme Slaughters, both without and in the City, of 
innumerable Chriſtians, who are called the Vine of the 
Earth: It was deſtroyed by Fire-Arms. And this is inti- 

- mated by the Angel, who had Power over Fire; or elſe 
this Vintage may be explained by the Orromans Deſtruction 
in Hungary of many Chriſtians. And Solyman loſt 80000 
Tur is at the Siege of Vienna 1522, and at the laſt Siege, 
1683. as many: And ſince two Armies defeated by Prince 
Eugene, 1716 and 1717. at Belgrade near that City. Either 
this Slaughter, or that of the Chriſtians in the Holy War, 
are the Vintage. | | 

10. The Return of the Jews two Tribes is intimated by 
ſinging Moſes Song, ch. 15. And this agrees with all the 
old Propheſies; and this will happen before the laſt Fall of 
the Popedom, and Ottoman Empire: but the Return of the 
ten Tribes is after them, as is deſcribed in Eſdras, ch. 13. 

11, The ſecond Comipg of Chriſt is deſcribed ch 14. to 

deſtroy the Ottoman Beaſt, and his falſe Prophet, Muhdi, 
according to the Turkiſh Tradition. He will then appear, 
and this ſecond Coming of Chriſt may now as well and as 
certainly be computed by the 42 Months, and 1260 Pro- 
phetick Days, or Years; as the firſt Coming of Chriſt was 
computed by Daniel's 70 Weeks, or Jacob's departing of 
the Scepter: The Day and Year cannot be known, but the 
Century may by the Propheſies. Before Chriſt the Com- 
putation might be made from different Decrees of the Em- 
perors, and the Scepter departed in Pompey's, as well as 
Herod's Days. | 
12. The glorious State of the Church in the Millennium, 
comprehends theſe Particulars.

13. The new Heavens, and the new Earth, are the laſt 
ahd happieſt State of Mankind; their Bodies will be then 
changed like Chriſt's, their new Earth very glorious; a 
moſt ſhining City will be enlightned by the Glory of God, 
and Chriſt on their Thrones: And this happy State will be 
eternal, without Sorrow, Pain, or Curſe, For this perfect 
State, Men are prepared in this World by Faith, and a 
vertuous Life, their Souls in a ſeparate State are inſtructed 
by the Angels in their Knowledge of God, and his won— 
derful Mercies to Mankind, and a more affectionate Ser- 
vice of God. When our Souls are again reſtored to their 
Bodies in the Millennium, they will attain the higheſt Per- 
ſection of their compound Natures, in Purity of Heart, 
and Thoughts, in exact Obedience to Chriſt, and Duty 
to their Neighbours, and then the Juſt will be exactly 
fitted and prepared for their moſt happy State in the new 
Heaven and Earth. St. Paul, 2 Cor. ch. 5, mentions this 
Building of God, not made with Hands, eternal, in the H:a- 
vens, Which is to ſucceed the Diſſolution of this Earth, and 
that we muſt groan, and defire to be clothed with this 
Houſe from Heaven. This St. Paul calls Jeruſalem above 
in his Allegory. Theſe arg the wonderful Arcana of the 
Chriſtian Religion, concerning the different States of Men 
after this Life; they will firit be placed under the Altar 
in Heaven, that is, amongſt the firſt Stars, or Planets, 
which are the heavenly Manſions of Angels; and thence be 
brought to the Earth, and from thence tranſlated after 
the Millennium, to a new Earth, and the molt glorious 
City, New Jeruſalem, Are not theſe things worth our 
Conſidering ? Are not the TranſaRions of God, and Chriſt, 
and Angels in Heaven, worth our Reading? Will it nor 
comfort us in all Revolutions and Oppreſitons, that Chriſt 
will come quickly? Are not they bleſſed that read, and 
they that hear the Words of this Prophecy, and keep 
thoſe things which are written in this Book, ch. 2. and 3. 
Is not St. John forbid to ſeal up theſe Propheſies, for the 
time is at hand, and by the paſt Hiſtories they may be un- 
derſtood, without the Help of an Angel, now the time of 
their Completion draws nigher than in former Ages. Theſe 
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Reaſons have occaſioned my long Study of theſe Prophe- 
fies, and I have here given my laſt Thoughts concerning 
the plain Meaning, or Hiſtory to which the Symbols re- 
late; and 1 found it convenient to alter ſome Opinions I 
had entertained," before I had thorowly conſidered all Cir- 
cumſtances relating to each Viſion, I have farther ex- 
plamed the ſeparate State of Souls, in a particular Eſſay 
on that Subje&, and in another on the ſecond Coming of 
Chriſt, given a fuller Deſcription of the Millernary King- 
dom of Chriſt on Earth, and the Excluſion of all Heretic n 
as well as Subjects of Antichriſt, and the Whore out o 
it; and alſo there more ſully deſcribed the bleſſed State 
of the new Earth and new Heaven, as part of the Heaven 
of Heavens, being without Stars, and enlightened by the 
Glory of God, the Throne of God and the Lamb eing 
in the new Heaven; and God lives in an inacceſſible 
Height: The AMillennary Kingdom is a Type of the Hea- 
venly that will ſucceed it. And the Millennary Kingdom 
of Chriſt muſt be carefully diſtinguiſhed from that of 
God and Chriſt, in the new Heaven and new Earth. In 
the Millennium there is Sun, and Moon, and ſtarry Hea- 
vens, Earth, and Seas, but all reſtored to their primitive 
State in Adam's Paradiſe ; and this State muſt laſt but 
1000 Years: But in the new Heaven and Earth, there 
will be neither Sun, nor Moon, nor Sea, nor Air, nor Fire, 
nor Atmoſphere, only Ather, and the Earth refined by 
Melting, and the Bodies glorious as the Stars or Firma- 
ment; but they, during the Millennium, will be Fleſh and 
Blood, preſerved by eating the Tree of Life, from dying, 
or decay. The Mountains will be thrown down by an 
Earthquake: Joel ſays, there will be new Wine, Mk, and 
Plenty of Water, ch. 3. ver. 18 And Ezekiel mentions 
Fiſh, and Fruits, and theſe may be the Diet in the Millen- 
nium: And the new-railed Saints will be clothed in white 
Robes, as they were in their ſeparate State, And the hea- 
venly State is to laſt for ever and ever, this being after the 
Conflagration of this World, but the Millennium before 
it, Ought we not often to think of theſe glorious States, 
to encourage us ro a vertuous Life, and to ſtudy this Pro- 
phecy, which does ſo fully promiſe and deſcribe them? 
heſe things are faithfully and truly repreſented to St.

The two 
Eaſtern Churches were conquered by the Saracens, 641, to 
which if we add 1260, the time of the (laying the two Wit- 
neſſes is 1901; and they had continued to inflict the ſeven 
7 from 1882 to 1898, the beginning of the laſt War 
with Gog : So the ſeven Vials will be poured out in ſixteen 
Years. After the ten Tribes return, they will divide their 
Land as Ezechiel directs, and the Devil will be bound;

ed out of the Saints Kingdom, and all the Saints gathered 
into it: All theſe things may well be compleated in 2coo 
Years after Chriſt, and the Dead raiſed and judged, before 
they can reign 1000 Years. The utmoſt time I can compute 
from theſe, is by adding Daniel's 1335 Days, as fo many

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time, the Millennium will begin. Since the two Tribe; 
will return before the Vials 1882, and before the Whore 
is judged 1866, and they muſt build their City and Tem- 
ple; we may conjecture, that ſo many things cannot be 
done under one Century, before the Vials 1882 begin, and 
ey will comprehend the Battel of Armagiddon, and end 
in Chriſt's ſecond Coming. Thus we may well conjecture, 
that the Jews will return 1782, and the City of Rome be 
burnt by the Beaſt, and ten Horns, in the ſame Century, 
when Wars ſhall happen in Italy; Por there muſt be ſome 
time before the ſecond Fall, that the Angel may call People 
out of it; and the two Tribes cannot return out of Eu- 
rope till Rome's firſt Fall, when there will be a time of great 
Confuſion in all Nations, ſuch as Daniel deſcribes, ch, 12. 
I cannot pretend to know by the Propheſies, the exact Year 
and Day of any of the Revolutions, becauſe the Computa- 
tion may be made by Lunar, or Julian Years; and the 
Birth of Chriſt and Mahomet may be uncertain, as well as 
the Time whence we muſt compute 1260 Years. Therefore 
to him who will compute Futurities, half a Century muſt 
be allowed, becauſe of the Uncertainty of Chronology and 
Hiſtories, and the Varieties of Computations that may be 
made in moſt Propheſies of Daniel, as well as St. John. All 
1 pretend to, is to gueſs at the Century, when ſuch Events 
will be expected 5 and that the Jews did by their Prophe- 
ſies, when they expected the firft Coming of Chriſt, near 
60 Years before it. The City Rome, under the Pope, is 
the Whore, and the Pope had it under his Subjection A. D. 
$89, to which if we add 1260, the firſt Fall of Rome will

1. JD Ecauſe tis the State of Rome after the Diviſion of 
its Empire into ten Horns, mention'd in Daniel; 
and then the Heathen Emperors had been deſtroyed 

by Conſt ant ine 320, and the Horns had been riſing from 

400 to 600, | 

2. The Deſtruction of Heathen Rome is plainly deſcribed, 
ch. 12. by the War betwixt Michael and the red Dragon, 
and ver, 10. the Voice in Heaven ſaid, Nom is come Salva- 
tion, and Strength, and the Kingdom of God, and the Power 
of hi: Chriſt : Ver. 11. And they overcame him, by the Blood 
of the Lamb, and by the Word of his Teftimony. 

3. The City of Rome was not then burnt, fo as never to 
be rebuilt, (as in ch. 18.) when the Pagan Emperors were 
deſtroyed. 

4. The Pagan ay 24/0 were not rid by the City, nor 
railed by it; the Eaſtern Emperors continued till 1453, 
and did not ſubmit to the Pope's Authority, or City of 
Rome, therefore tis Rome Chriſtian who rid or governed 
the Weſtern Emperors, and he raiſed them A. D. 800. and 
none did that but the Popedem. The Hiſtory of the Pope- 
dom ſhews how much the Popes inſulted the German Em- 

ire. 

, 5. This Woman is a City, which reigneth over the Kings 

of the Earth, and her Royal Seat is on ſeven NEG 

erelore 
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therefore this Woman is a Kingdom, which will laſt 1260 
Years, Rev. 12. 

6. This City. is a Whore clothed in Scarlet, and hath 
made the Kings of the Earth drunk with the Wine of her 
Fornication, that is, hath corrupted their Religion. No 
Pagan Emperors could do this, none but the Pope, and 
therefore is called the Great Whore ; no Pagan Emperor 
put twelve Stars on his Head, and fled into the Wilderneſs, 
and was perſecuted by the red Dragon, but the Popedom, 
deſcribed ch. 12, and 7. The Woman's Name has a Myſtery, 
that is, tis a Symbol of a Spiritual Empire in the City of 
Rome, and this can be nene but the Popedom, governing 
the Weſtern Emperors, and ten Kingdoms. lu the Weſt, 
by the Woman is ſignified a Church,.and a Whore is a cor- 
rupt Church; The Dragon flood before the Woman, who was 
ready to ve delivered, to devour her Child: By this we are 
certain, that by a Woman, and a Whore, muſt a Church 
be under ſtood; And her Child was caught up unto God, Rev. 
12 ver. 4, 5. This cannot relate to a Pagan City, but a 
Chriſtian 

7. This Whore raiſed many Perſecutions, and was drunk 
with the-Blood of the Saints, and made War with the Lamb: 
At this St. John would not have wonder'd, if it had been a 
Pagan City; but fince the Beaſt that carries her, was, and is 
not, and yet is, this cannot be a Deſcription of any other 
Emperors, whe are called the Beaſts, but the Weſtern Em- 
perors, raiſed by the Popedom. | 

8. The Beaſt and ten Horns ſhall hate the Whore, or City, 
and burn her; this will be done in this Century, or the next 
at fartheſt, 6 

The Papiſts ſecond Evaſion is, that Antichriſt is a Man, 
that ſhall reiga and conquer, and kill Enoch and Elias, the 
two Witnefles, who are to coine from Paradiſe to preach, 
and therefore were ſent thither to be preſerved alive: Ter- 
zullian and St. Ambroſe held this Opinion; Hilarius calls the 
two Witneſſes Maſes and Elias; Chryſoſtom and Beda men- 
tion Elias, but not Enoch. The Papiſts retain theſe Not ions 
of the old Greek Church, in their Expoſition of the Revela- 
tions; tho' it ſeems very improbable, that they ſhould come

Methodius, the Biſhop of Patara, aſſerts, that Elias ſhall 
come, and Enoch, to oppoſe the Cheats of Antichriſt, and his 
Miracles; who will be born of the Tribe of Dan, and reign in 
the Euſt, and kill Enoch and Elias. This Methodius lived = 
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the time of the Commeni, and calls the Saracens Daniel's 
Brachium Auftrale, King of the South; and that out of Gog 
Antichriſt muſt riſe, and be the King of the North, and 
Antichriſt ſhall be born after the taking of Joppa, that is, 
after the Holy War; and. we know that then the Ortomar 
Empire began. This is the old Opinion of the Greek Church, 
but now they believe that the Tark is Antichriſt, as Aro; 
phanes Critopulus affirms. =, 6, 

That Antichriſt is 'a Kingdom, and not a Conqueror, 
theſe Reaſons will prove. $48 0 Aud 4, 

1. Daniel's little Horn is the Kingdom of Antichriſt, for 
he ſays the Judgment ſhall fit to take away his Dominion, 
he will make War with the Saints, and conquer three Kings, 
and change Times and Laws: And Daz. ch. 11..gives, the 
Hiſtory of the Riſe, and Battels, and Conqueſts of the 
Kings of the North, which will be the Antichriſt. And Rev. 
11. ſays the two Witneſſes will be ſlain by the Beaſt that roſe 
out of the bottomleſs Pit. Rev. 9. and theſe two Witneſſes 
are two Churches in the Faft, where they muſt be ſlain, 
becauſe their Carcaſſes muſt lie in the Streets of the City 
where Chriſt was crucified, and that City muſt be trod 
down 42 Months. This the Antichriſtian Beaft muſt do, 
and by a Beaſt is always underſiood in Daniel and the Re- 
velations an Empire, and not any Man. Dan. 7. ver. 11. 
calls the little Horn Beaſt. 

2. Rev, 16. ver. 10. 'tis ſaid, the Kingdom of the Beaſt 
was full of Darkneſs; and this is the ſecond Beaſt, ch, 13. 
who exerciſeth the Power of the firſt Beaſt, which was not 
the fourth Empire in Danzel, as may be known, by his ten 
Horns; but the wounded Head, that muſt be Daniel's little 
Horn, and at laſt had two Horns, both theſe are Beaſts, 
and are mention'd ch. 9, 11,13, 14 16, and 19. All thofe 
Tranſactions, mention'd in ſo many Chapters, cannot be the 
Actions of one Man, or one Age. And ch. 19. the Beaſt 
had Armies and Kings to fight Chriſt and his Saints; the 
little Horn is a Kingdom, as well as the ten Horns ten 
Kingdoms. | M 

3. The Time of Antichriſt's Kingdom, deſcribed Dan. 11. 
is declared Dan. 12. theſe Wonders ſhall continue for a time, 
times, and a half, This is called 42 Months, ch. 11. and 
this is the Duration of the Antichriſtian Empire; but if 
this be but three Years and a half, tis an abſurd Computa- 
tion for a Kingdom, of the North and South Kings, Dan. 11. 
And that Chapter contains many Battels betwixt thoſe

Gag and Magog are eſteemed to be 
Antichriſt, and are deſtroyed at the Siege of Feruſalem, 


Zach. ch. 12. Exechiel deſcribes Gag as chief Prince of Me- 


ſhech and Tebal, ch. 30. And this is he of whom God ſpake 
by the Prophets, that is Antichriſt. 

Since Days are put for Years in other Propheſies, it is 
reaſonable to believe that 1260 Days are ſo many Years of 
Antichriſt's Kingdom; and if it be a Kingdom, one Man 
cannot be Antichriſt, tho' the firſt and laſt Emperors may 
be moſt wicked, and remarkable for Cruelty and Pride; 
the firſt was a falſe Prophet, and the laſt will have another 
falſe one, to work Miracles to deceive the Mahomedans. 

Theſe are the Signs which the Mahomedans ſay will ap- 
pear before the laſt Judgment. ; 

1. The coming of Degghier, or Antichriſt. 

2. The Deſcent of Chriſt to conquer him. | | 

3. The Nativity of Mahdi, the Director of the Stock of 
Mahomet, who will agree with Chriſt, and Chriſt will ap- 

ove of his Religion, and marry his Daughter, and then 
ſhall be one Religion for forty Years. 

4. The coming of Gog and Magog the Scythians, who ſhall 
be leſs than Ants, and they ſhall drink up all Rivers, and 
Men ſhall dye with Thirſt. Ali, as Mr. Ockely relates, has 
writ a famous Piece in myſterious Characters, intermixed 
with Figures, wherein are couched all the grand Events, 
that are to happen from the beginning of Muſlaniſm, to the 
end of the World ; the Explication of which is reſerved for 
os 12th Imam, who is ſirnamed Mohdi, or the grand Di-

27, 28. deſcribes the 
Deſtruction of the two laſt Eagles He 5 by the Sword,

and the laſt, which is the Ottoman, be tain by the 
Sword: And theſe Heads are called Kingdoms, which muſt 
be raiſed; ver. 23. In the laſt Days ſhall the moſt High raiſe 
up three Kingdoms, and they ſhall have Dominion of the Earth. 
Ver. 25. For theſe are they that ſhall accompliſh his Wickeaneſs, 
and that finiſh bis laſt End. Theſe are the Conſtantinopolitan, 
the Saracen, and Ottoman Empires, and theſe are repreſen- 
ted as three Beaſts in the new Form of the Roman Empire, 
Rev. ch. 13. the firſt and ſecond are ſlain, ch. 14. and the 
laſt, ch. 19. | tt, ; | 
Since the Popedom pretends to Infallibility, and has de- 
clared its Faith in the Council of Trent, it cannot admit of 
any farther Corruption in future Ages; and for that reaſon 
we believe that the preſent Popedom is the great Whore : 
And fince the ten Horns hate her, for her Abominations and 
Inſults, the time of her burning approaches. The Papiſts 
expect another Antichriſt in future Ages, but none can de- 
ſtroy more Chriſtians, their Cities and Churches, and blaſ- 
pheme Chriſt in a more inſolent way, than the Orroman Em- 
pire has done, and Mahomeriſm was the greateſt Impoſture 
that can happen. Therefore that has the juſt Title of 
the great Antichriſt, and that Empire will give Rome its 
laſt fatal Blow by Pyracy, as the Sihylline Oracles declare, 

and the Revelations repreſent, by a Stone caſt into the Sea. 
The time of the Jadgment on the Whore being deſcribed 
ch. 12. by a time, times, and half a time, from her Riſe, and 
aſſuming Imperial Power, when the Weſtern Empire was 
deitroyed, 476. or from Phocas's Grant, 606. And the time 
of the great Antichriſt in the Eaft being deſcribed by 42 
Months, and Dan. 12. by a time, times, and a half, from its 
firſt Riſe, 622. but the 42 Months from the taking of Je- 
ruſalem : We muſt enquire for the end of the four Monar- 
chies, which ſucceeded one another, when they will end; 
and that we find in Daniel, according to the Septuagint, ch. 
7 the length of their Lives, or continuance will be to two 
times, d xzips Y ag ver, 12, And theſe are mention'd 
in that Chapter, che firſt till the Beaſt or little Horn, ver. 
11. Was ſlam, and the tecond time is till the Saints poſſeſſed 
the Kingdom, then all Dominions ſhall ſerve and obey him, 
ver, 27. And Dan. ch. 2. ver. 35- Then was the Iron, the 
Clay, (the ten Horns) and Roman Empire, the Braſs, the 
Grecian Empire, the Silver, the Perfian, the Gold, the Baby- 
lomian: Thele had ſucceeded one another as Empires, but 
| at 
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at laſt remained ſmall Kingdoms, till the Stone broke them 
in. pieces together, that is, by fighting with one another ; 
and the time of their Empires laſting may be their firſt time, 
and their time of being ſmall Kingdoms would laſt till Chriſt 
came to reign, and break them in pieces like Chaff, and the 
Wind, Wars'carried them away. LO 
Daniel, ch. 12. tells us, that there ſhall be a time of ſuch 
Trouble, as never was fince there was a Nation on the 
Earth ; when his People ſhall be delivered, that is, every 
one that was found written in the Book of Life; and when 
the Diſperſion of the Fews is finiſhed, all the Wonders will 
be known, and that muſt be after Antichriſt's time, times, 
and half, ver. 7. But Daniel, ver, 8. asks what is the mean- 
ing of kale T#lor, and the Angel tells him, ver. 10. they 
the Jews thall be choſen, who are to return, they ſhall be 
made white, martyred, and tried by many Perkicntions, 
and many fſanRified. But the Wicked ſhall do wickedly, 
and all the Wicked ſhall not underſtand ; but the Wiſe 
ſhall underſtand this Prophecy: Therefore, ver. 9. this 
Prophely is cloſed and ſealed up till the end of time, that 
is, the time of the Goſpel, ver. 4. then many ſhall be taught, 
and Knowledge {hall abound. Till St. John's Revelation this 
Book was ſealed : Their laſt Return from their laſt Cap- 
tivity, the Reſurrection of the Juſt, and the ſecond Com- 
ing co Chriſt to deſtroy Antichriſt, was not fully revealed 
till then. | EY 
Daniel, ch. 12. ver. 1 1. from the Change of the daily Sa- 
crifice which the Jews will again practice in Ezechie/s 
Temple, from that time ſhall be-an abominable Deſolation, 
1290 Days, not Years: This is Gog's ſecond Coming, Zach, 
14. The City ſhall be taken, the Houſes rifled, the Women ra- 
wiſhed, and half the City of Jeruſalem go into Captivity. Ch, 
13. The Shepherd ſhall be ſmitten, and the Sheep ſcattered; 
two parts in the Land ſhall be cut off, and die, but the thir 
left, who muſt be brought throngh Fire, and refined. This 
is called the Day of the Lord: Ch, 14. when the Nations 
are gathered againſt Jeruſalem to Battel ; and theſe muſt be 
all deftroyed by Chriſt, ſtanding on Mount Olivet, and by 
fighting, and an Earthquake. | 
After the firſt Siege by Gog, ch. 12. the Jews will ſee him 
whom they pierced, coming in the Air, and mourn; that 
is, the Sign of the Son of Man, a Croſs in the Air, like 
that Conſtantine ſaw; and being converted to Chriſtianity, 
they will change their daily Sacrifice: but the Infidels will 


be deſtroyed by Gog, in his ſecond Siege of ** 
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half the Citizens, and two parts of the Men in the Land 
of Judæa; and the two Witneſſes will be ſlain, the Fews and 
Gentiles converted, or the two Eaſtern Churches. And this 
Calamity will not be over till 1335 Days, but if we ſup- 
poſe theſe Days to be Years, and add them to the Hegira 
622, they will reach to the 1957th Year of our Lord; but 
they will abate in A. D. 1912, which is computed by ad- 
ding 1290 to the Hegira, 622, This Year, A. D. 1717. is 
the Moores 1130th 7 But then we muſt underſtand 
by Dan. 12. that the Mahomedan Empire is the Abomina- 
tion that maketh deſolate, as the Romans were, ch.g. called 
the ſame; but then the Jewiſh dug ceaſed : But here tis 
called N ivdrazxious, the Change of the daily Chri-

I, HE four Horſes repreſent the ſeveral Govern- 
ments, or Empires, to ſucceed one another in the 
Roman Empire; ſo Zachary, ch. 6. did repreſent 
by his four Chariots with white, nd black, and bay Hor- 
ſes, the four Empires in the Eaft, the Perſian, the Grecian, 
the Roman, and the Mahomedan, which would govern in 


Judæa. 


1/t, The Pagan Empire in St. John's time under Trajan, 
is the white Horſe, Who was to deſtroy the Remnant of 
the Jews; and Adrian finiſhed their utter Ruin: The De- 
ſtruction of the reſt of the Pagan Emperors is under the 
ſixth Seal; and the War with Michael, ch. 12. repreſents 
the laſt Struggle the Pagans made for that Empire. 

a, The ſecond red Horſe repreſents Conſtantine, and 
the ſucceeding Chriſtian Emperors; then the laſt Pagan 
Emperors killed one another, and Conftantine had long Wars 
with them, tho' at laſt he reſtored Peace to the Church. 
The peaceable Piactice of Religion under Conftantine is 
repreſented ch. 7, then the four Angels held the Winds, 
or ſtopt the Wars. The Conftantimopolitan Empire is repre- 
ſented allo ch. 13. the Leopard was the Beaſt, by which 
Dan. 7. repreſented the Grecian Empire, and St. John uſes 
the ſame Beaſt to repreſent the Conſtantinopolitan Empire: 
This Empire is called the Vine of the Earth, and is de- 
ſtroyed by the Vintage, ch. 14. This Horſe is of a red 
Colour, and his Rider had a long Sword, by which a War- 
riour Conſtantine is repreſented: He had Wars with the Pa- 
gan Emperors 18 Years. 

zaly, The third Horſe is a black Horſe, the Szracens from 
Arabia, the Riſe of theſe are deſcribed by Locuſt, ch. 9. 
where they have a King, the Angel of the bottomleſs Pit: 


Ch. 11. 
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Ch. 11. they tread down Jeruſalem 42 Months; ch. 13. they 
are the wounded Head; ch. 14. they are deſtroyed by the 
Harveſt. 

4thly, The fourth Horſe was a pale Horſe, the Twrks ; 
their Riſe is deſcribed ch. 9. then they came over Euphrates, 
ch. 13. they are the Image of the wounded Head, and the 
ſecond Beaſt ; the Vials are poured on their Empire, ch. 16. 
they are deſtroyed, ch. 19. 

2. The ſeveral Beaſts repreſent ſeveral States in the Ro- 
man Empire, and their Emperors; ſo Daniel repreſented 
the four Empires, by a Lyon, Bear, Leopard, and a Beaſt 
with ten Horns. | 

The firſt Beaſt mention'd in the Revelations is that which 
ſlays the two Witneſſes, ch. 11. ver. 7. and that is called 
the Beaſt that aſcendeth out of the bottomleſs Pit; and 
that is the Mahomedans, deſcribed ch. g. who had a King 
over them, the Angel of the bottomleſs Pit, and the Locuſts 
came out of that Pit; and the Turks bear the Image of the 
Saracens, having the ſame Religion and Government, The 
Shape of the Locuſts was like to Horſes prepared to Bat- 
tel, and their Tails like Scorpions, their Teeth as Lyons; 
and the Turks are deſcribed by Horſemen with Lyons Heads, 
and their Tails like to Serpents : Theſe Symbols are alike, 
as well as the Empires, 

The ſecond Beaſt mention'd is the red Dragon, ch. 12. 
he had ſeven Heads crowned, and ten Horns; this was to 
ſhew the new Form of the Roman Empire after the ſeven 
Trumpets had raiſed ſeven new Heads in it, that is, ſeven 
crowned Princes, the Gothe, Vandals, Vifigoths, Franks, 
Popedom, the Saracens, and Turks : And the ten Horns are 
the ten Dominions under theſe ſeven Heads, for the Horns 
are not crowned as in ch. 13. where there are no Crowns 
on the ſeven Heads, as on the red Dragon's Heads : With 
theſe ſeveral Nations the Devil deſigned to deſtroy the 
pure State of Chriſtianity ; bur St. Michael ſupported it, 
and hindered any of theſe Nations from ſetting up a new 

Empire at preſent in the Wef. 

* The third Beaſt is ch. 13. and he is like a Leopard, that 
is, he is the Conftantinopolitan Empire, over Greece; his 
Bear's Feet and Lyon's Mouth, ſhew his Cruelty and Bar- 
barity; or that the Saracens, the Lyon's Mouth, and the 
Turks, the Bear's Feet, were at the Extremities of that 
Empire, the Saracens at Babylon, the Turks in Perſia, The 
ſeven Heads muſt now be changed, the Conſtantinopolitan 
Empire can be no Head, = the Body of the Beaſt ; * 
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the Saracens, Turks, Popedom, Franks, Vifigoths, Lombardi, 
Saxons, may be the ſeven Heads, and theſe were not crown- 
ed; becauſe the ten Horns, or ten Dominions in the Weft, 
had ten crowned Princes, only there were the Names of Blaſ- 
phemy on the ſeven Heads; This repreſents that they were 
under two Religions that ſpoke Blaſphemy, or taught it, 
Mahomet's, and the Pope's. | 

Ch. 13. ver. 3. The wounded Head is here called the 
Beaſt, and by ch. 11. and 9. we know that is the Maho- 
nt duns, and not the Beaſt here deſcribed with ſeven Heads; 
a Head here maſt be a Government, and a Beaſt, and not 
one of Rome's ſeven Hills, becauſe 'tis wonnded, and that 
muſt be by the Conftantinopolitan Leopard and when the 
Wound was healed, the World wondered after the Beaſt : 
Ver. 10. this Beaſt is to be (lain, He that leadeth into Cap- 
tivity, ſhall go into Captivity, he that killeth with the Sword, 
anſt be killed, but the ſecond Beaſt muſt firſt riſe. 

The fourth Beaft riſeth out of the Earth, he had the two 
Horns of the Lamb, that is, Aſia minor and Greece, which 
were Chriſtian Kingdoms, when the Ottomans role, and 
the firſt they conquered. Ch. 16. the Angels pour out their 
Vials on this Empire, called the Seat of the Beaſt, and this 
Beaſt is utterly deſtroyed by Chrift at his ſecond Coming : 
Ch. 19. the Deſtruction of the Saracens is in Babylon, ch. 14. 
by the Harveſt, 

The Mahomedan Empire is here the Antichriſt, for he is 
caſt into a Lake of Fire, and Daniel ſays, ch. 7. ver. 11. 
his Body was deſtroyed, the Beaſt ſlain, and given to the 
burning Flame, 

The tour Beaſts, mention'd ch. 4. are the Form of four 
Emperors or Fatriarchs, in the Millennium, for they muſt 
reign on the Earth, as Prieſts and Kings; the fifth Beaſt is 
the ſcarlet- coloured Beaſt, on whom the Whore did ride 
and this is the Weſtern Emperor, he is full of Names of 
Blaſphemy, he is governed by the Whore in his Religion, 
which is full of Blaſphemy ; the is Vicar of Chriſt, Infalli- 
ble, Governour of all Kings and Comyries; a Worſhipper 
of Saints, and Angels, and the Hoſt ; theſe irreligious Opt- 
nions are called Blaſphemy: The Forgiveneſs of Sins is cal- 
led Blaſphemy, Mat. 9. 3. And a Cup of Abomination and 
Fornication is in her Hand, that is Idolatry. This Beaſt 
has ſeven Heads, that is, ſeven Mountains, the Seat of the 
Whore, and the ten Horns are ten Kings, who have re- 
ceived no Kingdom as yet, but receive Power as Kings, 
ane Hour with the Beaſt : This Beaſt's Heads are — 
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tains, not Kingdoms, the Horns are not crowned, they 
will make War with the Whore, but firſt with the Lamb; 
and by theſe Marks the Weſtern Beaſt is diſtinguiſhed from 
all the other Beaſts, as well as by the ſeven French Empe- 
rors, faiſed by the Whore in the Weſt; and the Beaſt is. 
the eighth, the German Emperor, who muſt continue till 
he has burnt Rome, by the Aſſiſtance of the ten Horns: 
This Government is ſaid to aſcend out of the bottomleſs 
Pit, becauſe the Whore raiſed it; and it ſhall go into Per- 
dition ; but there being no particular time appointed for 
it, it muſt be at the ſecond Coming of Chriſt, which will 
be near when the Whore is deſtroyed, and Dan. 12. the 
reſt of the Beaſts, they had their Dominion taken away; 
and ver. 27, all Dominions ſhall ſerve and obey him. Since 
the Whore is deſtroyed before the Beaſt, and not burnt at 
laſt as the Beaſt, ſhe cannot be Daniel's little Horn, or 
Beaſt, whoſe Body is deſtroyed in the Flames, after the 
Judgment fits, as in ch. 7. of Daniel, for the Whore is not 
deſcribed by Daniel or Eſdras : The Whore is judged, and 
burnt, Rev, ch. 17. but the Beaſt and his Prophet, ch. 19. 
And the Whore is never called the Beaſt, but the Whore 
that rides him, and fhe is to be burnt by the Beaſt : Neither 
can the Woman be the falſe Prophet, becauſe he is burnr 
with the Eaſtern Beaſt, the Mahomedans; and he is their 
Prophet, as appears ch. 16. where he gathers them to the 
Battel of Armagiddon. Since this Beaſt is ſaid to riſe out 
of the bottomleſs Pit, the Devil had ſome Service done him 
by that Empire, ſo long as it ſupported the Popedom ; and 
they who admired choſe Actions of the Beaſt, whilſt the 
Whore rid him, have not their Names writ in the Book of 
Life; and ſince the Wars with the Proteſtants are the 
Wars with the Lamb, all Papiſts ought ſeriouſly to conli- 
der this, and leave that Communion : as the Voice from 
Heaven calls all God's Servants out of this myſtical Babylon, 
that they partake not of her Plagues, as well as Sins, Kev. 
ch. 18. The Corruptions of Rome, called a Cup of Abo- 
minations, and her Fornication, came forth of the bottom- 
leſs Pit, as well as the Religion of Mahomet; for which 
both will be ſignally judged and burnt, and both will be 
excluded out of the Millennium. The Rite and Fall of all 
Goyernments are by God's Decrees, and by the Miniſtry 
of his Angels; but 'tis ſaid in this Prophecy of the Beaſt, 
with ten Horns and (even Heads, ch. 13. the Dragon gave 
him his Power, that is, his tyrannical Ute of it, his Throne 
or Royal Seat at Conftantinople, and his Authority, that es 
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his Conqueſt over others unjuſtly. The laſt Scene of all 
Empires and petty Princes, called Horns, is now diſco- 
vered in this ＋ the Emperors cannot now conquer 


the Horns, nor the Horus make themſelves Emperors; to 
what end do they now fight for Provinces, ſince in à few 
Years all Dominions muſt he taken away by Chriſt, and all 
Countries muſt be the Kingdom of the Saints, ch. 17. ver. 
17. God will put it in the Hearts of Princes, to fulfil his 
Will, and to agree, and give their Kingdom unto the Beaſt, 
or Emperor, until the Words ſhall be fulfilled concerning 
the burning of the great Whore ; and ſince this will cer- 
tainly come to paſs, who now can fear her Attempts? The 
Fornication, or falſe Worſhip of the Mahomedans and 
Whore, is the Reaſon of their ſignal Judgments, and they 
who will continue in their ſinful Tn. will partake 
with them in their Puniſhments. Fornication is here al- 
lowed to be a juſt Cauſe of Separation from a Church, but 
no Opinions or other Practices are a juſt Cauſe of our Se- 
paration, as we may learn by Chriſt's Letters to the ſeven 
Churches; he reproves their want of Zeal, and Laſciviouſ- 
nefs of the Nicolaitans at Epheſus, the Hypocriſy of the 
Jews at Smyrna, the eating of things offered to Idols at 
Pergamus, the Fornication of Jezebel at Thyatira, the De- 
cay of Chriſtianity at Sara, the Lukewarmnels of the La- 
odiceans: All theſe falſe Opinions and Wickedneſs Chriſt 
corrects, and threatens temporal Puniſhments, but the Spi- 
rit orders none to ſeparate from thoſe eſtabliſhed Churches, 
upon account of their Sins: 'Tis only a falſe Worſhip of 
God, that can juſtify any Separation; and they who will 
not communicate with a Chriſtian Church in theſe Ages, 
will be excluded from the Millennium, and will be burnt 
amongft the Tares at Chrift's ſecond Coming, becauſe a U- 
niformity of pure Chriſtianity muſt ſucceed in the Millen- 
nium. St. Paul, Gal. 5. 20. excludes Seditions and Here- 
ſies out of the Kingdom of God. 

Many Attempts have been made to reconcile the Greek 
and Latin Churches in vain, becauſe neither Patriarch will 
ſubmit to the other; the People will not ſuffer their reli- 
gious Ceremonies to be changed, nor will the Turk admit 
of the Pope's Supremacy : Iis impoſſible to attempt any 
Reconciliation betwixt the Papiſts and Proteſtants, ſince 
theſe can never ſubmit to the Pope's Supremacy, and the 
Council of Trent. It is not pollible to reconcile Prote- 
jtants to the Church, ſince they all pretend to be infallible 
Interpreters of the Scripture ; But if they would ag 
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the Hiſtory» of Chriſtianity for the firſt 300 Years, there 
they would find the true Form of Government in the Chri- 
ftian Church, by Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons, and they 
uſed a publick Liturgy : And about theſe things the preſent 
Age contends moſt ; but all might eaſily agree in the Vi- 
cene Creed, and leave to all a Liberty of Opmions in other 
Matters. This is the only means of avoiding the Wrath 
that is to come on the World at the ſecond Coming of 
Chrift with his mighty Angels in flaming Fire: 2 Theſp. 
ch, 1. ver. $. 5 | 

I have obſerved, that in 200 Years ſome great Changes 
have happen'd both in the Eaſt and Weſt, which are pre- 
dicted in the Revelations, which I ſhall mention. 

From A. D. 100. to A. D. zoo. St. John writ the Revela- 
tions 96, and in about the 200th Year after, the Pagan Em- 
pire fell, and'the Perſecutions of the Martyrs happen'd. - 

Till 500. In this ſpace in the Eaſt the flouriſhing State 
of the Conftantinopolitan Church ; and in the Weſt, the Fall 
of the Weſtern Empire, and its Diviſion by the Northern

Till 700, In the Eaſt the Saracens raiſe their Empire, in 


the Weſt the Popedom roſe. 1 
Till 900. In the Eaſt the Saracen Wars with the Saints, 
and the Conqueſt of them by that wounded Head, in the 


Weſt the Pope raiſed the Weſtern Empire. 
Till 1100. The Turks come into Aſia, and conquer the

Till 1700. The Turkiſh Empire falls by the Succeſs of the 
Chriſtian Armies by Sea and Land; in the Weſt many King- 
doms for ſook Rome. 

Till 1900. The Jews Return, Rome is burnt in the Weſt, 
by the Weſtern Beaſt and ten Horns; in the Eaſt the Vials 
are poured out, and the laſt Fall of Rome, Chriſt comes to 
deſtroy Antichriſt, and to raiſe the Dead, who ſuffered for 
the Teſtimony of him, and to reſtore the ten Tribes to Ju- 
daa: And then the Millennium begins. 

Since ſo many and ſo great Events will ſuddenly come, 


we may expect great Prodigies will precede them, extra- 
H 4 ordinary 
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ordinary Eclipſes, Thunders, Winds, and Hurricanes, burn- 
ing or ſhining Meteors in the Air: On the Earth Inunda- 
tions, inteſtine Wars, Earthquakes, Famines, Plagues, Hail, 
Darkneſs in the Sun and Moon: Moſt of theſe are men- 
tioned Rev. 16. and the Sign of the Son of Man will ap- 
pear in the Air, which is probably a Comet, in the Form 
of a Croſs; for a Comet, called a Star, was ſeen by the 
Magi, at the firſt Coming of Chriſt: And we may well 
believe that ſome Comer will precede his: ſecond Goming, 
which the Goſpel calls the Sign of the Son of Man. - Luke, 
21. 25. ſays, There Hall be Signs in the Sun, and Moon, and 
Stars; the firſt are Eclipſes, or Darkneſs, and Comets are 
thoſe in the Stars: And this may ſhew the Form of a; Croſs, 
ſuch Conftantine ſaw ; and Hiſtories deſcribe Comets of a 
Figure like Croſſes. Os de 841 

We cannot now wonder at the many Prodigies which 
happen every Vear of late, ſince in this and the next Cen- 
tury all the Events above mention'd muſt come to paſs: 
Let us take St. Peter's Advice, Epift. 2. ch. 3. Seeing all theſe 
things ſhall happen, what manner of Perſons ought we to be in 
all holy Converſation, and Goalineſs, looking for, and haſt in 
unto the Coming of the Day of God Let none of us ſcoff 
at the Promiſe of Chriſt's Coming, tho' all things continue 
as they were from the beginning of the Creation; the old 
World was drowned by Noah's Flood, and the preſent 
Heavens and Earth are reſerved to the Day of the Judgment 
and Perdition of wicked Men; and then the Heaven will be 
diſſolved by Fire, and the Elements melt with fervent Heat: 
Nevertheleſs, according to his Promiſe, we look for new Hea- 
vent, and a new Earth. The Lord is not /lack concerning 
his Promiſe, but is long ſufſermg, not willing that any ſhould 
periſh, Mo.

Notes on the different Senſes in which the 
Church or Temple is uſed in the Revelations, 
and. the ſealing of the Saints; and on new 

Jeruſalem. 


I. HE ſeven Churches, mention'd in ch. 1, 2, 3. are 
called ixxancias, which ſignifies the Biſhop and his 
People, as appears by the Letters to them. 
2. The firſt Temple that is mention'd was ch. 3. ver. 10. 
and this is Ezech:el's Temple in the Millennium, which will 
be uſed then by the converted Jews; the Spirit, i. e. Chriſt, 


promiſes then to make the Biſhop a Pillar in that Temple, 


which is called the Temple of God, and that he will write 
on him the Names of God, the holy City, and his new 
Name. But before the Millennium Exzechiels Temple is 
deſcribed, when the Jewiſh Ceremonies were obſerved in 
it, ch. 11. ver. 19. and the Temple of God was opened in 
Heaven, and there was ſeen in his Temple the Ark of the 
Teſtament, and the ſame Jew; Temple is mention'd Rev. 
ch. 15. ver. J. the Temple of the Tabernacle of the Teſti- 
mony in Heaven was opened. Zachary mentions, ch. 14. 
after Chriſt's ſtanding on Mount Sion, and the Deſtruction 
of the Nations, that all of the Nations ſhall go up every Tear 
to worſhip the Lord of Hoſts, and to keep the Feaſt of Taber- 
nacles; and ver. 30. he mentions the Lord's Houſe. And 
Joel, ch. 3. ver. 18. ſays, A Fountain Mall come forth of the 
Houſe of the Lord; and the ſame Ezechiel ſays of his Tem- 
le. Daniel, ch. 12. ver, 11. faith, The daily Sacrifice ſhall 
e taken away, after he had declared the Return of the 
Jews; and this muſt be at the end of thoſe Deſcriptions of 
Antichriſt. And 2 Maccab. ch. 2. Jeremy is ſaid to hide 
the Ark in a Cave, and the Place ſhould be unknown till the 
time that God gathered his People. Since Exechiel gives Di- 
rections far dividing the Land amongſt the twelve Tribes 
an 
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and mentions the River running out of the Temple, and 
theſe have never vet happen d, we may well affirm, that 
Ezechiel's Temple has never yet been built, nor the Service 
reſcribed by him performed in it. But theſe things will

F. There is no Temple in the new Heaven, and new 
Earth, ch, 21. ver. 22. For the Lord God Almighty, and the 
Lamb, are the Temple of it; but the Tabernacle of God is 
with Men, and he will awell with them, ch. 21. ver. 3. This 
is new FJeruſalem, ver. 2. And ch. 22. ver. 3,4. this City 
ſeems to be the Throne of God, and of the Lamb, where his 
Servants ſhall ſerve him, and ſee his Face. It cannot be a 
a City, ch. 21. ver. 16. The Length, and Breadth, and the 
Herght of it are equal, 12000 Furlongs. This is no Temple 
for Sacrifice, nor City to dwell in, but a large Throne 
built like a City, for worſhipping of God, and the Lamb, 
and thither the Kings of the new Earth will bring their 
Glory and Honour. Ch. 22. ver. 4. His Name ſhall be on 
their Foreheads; and that his Name is on their Foreheads, 
appears by ch. 14. in their ſeparate State, after they are 
redeemed from Men, ver. 4, 1. And this is the Seal of God, 
which Men have in their Foreheads in this Life, ch: 9. ver. 4. 
And this Seal is the Spirit of God in a plentiful manner 
given to the Elect, Eph. 4. ver. 30. Grieve not the Holy Spi- 
rit of God, wherewith you are ſealed to the Day of Redemp- 
tion, And Eph. 1. ver. 13. In whom you believing are ſealed 
with the holy Spirit of Promiſe, who is the Earneſt of our 
Inheritance, until the Redemption of the Poſſeſſion. 2 Cor. 

I. 
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1. ver.21. God hath anointed us, and alſo ſealed us, and 
given the Earneſt of the Spirit in our Hearts, St. John, ch. 
6, ver. 27. ſaith, God hath ſealed Chriſt, 5 ©, that he may 
give eternal Life. This is the Character, Seal, and Power, 
and Name, given to Chrift by the Father. Here in this 

Life we are ſealed, and ſanctiſied 5 the holy Spirit, ch. 7. 
Ch. 14. the Spirit declares them bleſſed who die in the Lord, 
they reft from their Labours, and their Works follow them; 
that is, their Works ſhall be approved which are writ in 
the Beoks kept till the Day of Judgment : The Spirit gives 
the Reward in the Millennium, and promiſes in Chriſt's 
Name to write the Name of God on him, the Name of the 
holy City, and Chriſt's new Name: We are commanded 
to hear this from the Spirit, ch. 3. e 

From all theſe Obſervations tis plain, the holy Spirit 
acts on all good Men not only in this Life, but allo in the 
ſeparate State, and alſo in the new Heaven and Earth, and 
is repreſented there by the pure River of Water of Life, 
proceeding out of the Throne of God, and the Lamb. 
John 7. ver, 38. Chriſt ſays, He that believeth on me, out 
of his Belly ſhall flow Rivers of living Waters: But this he 
ſpake of the Spirit, which they that believe on him ſhould 
receive. By this Text we may obſerve the Spirit is repre- 
ſented by living Water; and Chriſt ſaid to the Woman of 
Samaria, The Water I ſhall give, ſhall be in him a Well of 
Mater, ſpringing up into everlaſting Life. Rev. 21. ver. 6. [ 
will give to him that is athirft, of the Fountain of the Water 
of Life, freely. 

This holy City is called the Tabernacle of God, and that 
is deſcribed, Heb. . ver. 3- After the ſecond Vail, the Ta- 
bernacle which is called the Holy of Holies, This is to be 
with Men, and God will dwell with them in it, Rev. 21. v. 3. 
This will deſcend out of Heaven, and is prepared as a Bride 
adorned for her Husband, and this will be the Glory of 
God to enlighten it. The Holy of Holies in the Jews 
Temple repreſented this heavenly Tabernacle, into which 
the high Prieſt went but once a Lear; but the Prieſt, ver. 
6. went into the firſt Tabernacle, accompliſhing the Ser- 
vice of God, and in this firſt were the Candleſticks, Table, 
and Shew-Bread 5 and this part of the Jewiſß Temple will 
not be in the Tabernacle of the new Heaven, and new - 
Earth: And therefore this holy City is repreſented as a 
glorious Place of Worſhip of God, and the Lamb, on their 


Thrones. This Tabernacle's Structure is delcribed by =_ 
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and Jewels, to ſhew its Splendor and Magnificence; it is 
meaſured to repreſent. its great Compaſs, its Form, and 
Height. This is the true Tabernacle, which the Lord made, 
and not Man, Heb. 8. ver. 2. of which Chriſt is called a 
Miniſter. And ver.5. Moſes made the Fews Tabernacle ac- 
cording, to this Pattern ſhewed him in the Mount, Ads 7. 
ver. 44. that the Jews might ſerve God by the Example and 
Shadow of heavenly things, Heb. 9. ver. 23. the Holy of 
Holies is called the Pattern of things in the Heavens; and 
ver. 24. that Chriſt is not entred into the holy Places made 
with Hands, which are the Figures of the true: This is 
called a greater and more perfect Tabernacle, ver. 11, Heb. 
12. ver. 22. this is called the City of the living God, the hea- 
venly Jeruſalem, ver. 23. The Church of the Firſt-born, who 
are written in Heaven, in which are the Spirits of juſt Men 
made perfect, and an innumerable Company of Angels, This 
General Aſſembly is in the ſeparate State, that being called 
the Firſt-born, and writ in Heaven; and from thence this 
City will deſcend into the new Heaven and Earth, after 
the Millennium, and burning of this World: But at pre- 
ſent this is the Temple in the heavenly Manſions, where 
the ſeparate Souls of the Saints ſerve him Day and Night, 
they are clothed with white Robes, and ſtand before the 
Throne, and the Lamb; and cry with a loud Voice, Salva- 
tion to our God, which ſitteth on the Throne, and unto the 
Lamb. This is the firſt Action of departed Souls in Para- 
diſe, when they arrive there, being carried by their Guar- 
dian Angels, and clothed with white Robes as the Angels 
are, and then preſented before the Throne, there to re- 
ceive the Seal of God in their Foreheads, Rev. 7. Angelical 
Perfection and Splendor, like that of an Angel, ſuch as ap- 
peared in St. Stephen's Face, Acts 6. ver. 1 3 

Exzechiel's City is a Model or Type of New Jeruſalem, 
by its four-ſquare Figure, and twelve Gates, but it is built 
by the Jews very ſplendidly, as the old Prophets have de- 
ſcribed, of our earthly Materials, and has a Temple by it, 
and this will be deſtroyed with our World: But the New 
Jeruſalem is built by God, deſcends from Heaven, the Build- 
ing is of Gold and precious Stones, it has no Temple near 
it, and will laſt for ever, being in a new Heaven and new 
Earth; its Length, Breadth, and Height are equal, and 
ſuch cannot be any City on our Earth; this is made after 
the Deſtruction of our World, but Ezechiels City will be 
beſieged by Gog, Rev. 20. Therefore theſe two Cities ought 


to 
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to be diſtinguiſhed from one another by all Interpreters] 
as belonging to two different States of Mankind: Ezechiel's 
City is in the Millennium, but the New Jeruſalem in the 
new Earth. It is no way improbable that Mankind ſhould 
undergo three different States after this Life, ſince our Sa- 
viour had the ſame after his Crucifixion ; his Soul went to 
Paradiſe firſt, then returned to the Body on our Earth, 
where he ſtaid ſome time, and afterwards aſcended into 
the Heavens: So the Souls of Men, at their Departure, will 
be carried into a Heaven-like Paradiſe amongſt the firſt 
Stars, or Planets, and at Chriſt's ſecond Coming be brought 
to our Earth, to reign with him 10co Years, and at laſt be 
carried by him into a new Heaven and new Earth: All 
theſe things are clearly proved, and deſcribed by theſe Re- 
wvelations to St. John the Apoſtle. And we find in the Acts, 
ch. 10. vcr. 41. that the Apoſtles did eat and drink with 
Chriſt after his Reſurrection; he drank new Wine, as he 
told his Diſciples, he would drink no more of it till the 
Kingdom of God came. And in Lake 24. ver. 43. he eat of 
a broiled Fiſh and Honeycomb: And fince our Bodies will 
riſe in Fleſh and Blood, therefore they may have Wine, 
Fiſh, Milk, Fruits, ſuch as were in Paradiſe, as well as a 
Tree of Life, to make them immortal. The hidden Manna 
is promiſed in the Millennium, Rev. 2. ver. 17. And in 
Pſalm 78. David calls it the Bread of Heaven, and the 
Scl of Angels, which was eat by Man, ver. 25. When 
the Juſt return to their Bodies, the Puniſhment of Adam's 
Sin is remitted, and the Curſe upon the Creation taken 
away ; the general Earthquake at Chriſt's ſecond Coming 
having thrown down the Mountains, Springs and Rivers 
will break forth and give the original Fertility to the Earth 
in its barren Wilderneſſes: Then Chriſt will fit on the 
Throne of Glory, And every one that hath forſaken Houſes, 
Brethren, or Sifters, Father, Mother, or Wife, or Children, 
or Lands, for his ſake, ſhall receive a hundred Fold, and Hall 
inberit everlaſting Life, Mat. 19. ver. 29. This is the Re- 
ward in the Reſurrection of the Juſt: And ſince this muſt 
happen during this World, it muſt come to paſs when A- 
dam's Paradiſe is reſtored in our Earth; and then Chriſt 
will perform the Promiſe he made to his Diſciples, Luke 22. 
ver. 29, 30. I appoint to you a Kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that you may eat and drink at my Table 
in my Kingdom, and fit on Thrones, judging the twelve Tribes 
of lirxacl; They never yet have received this Kingdom, 
nor 
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nor judged the twelve Tribes, but this will litterally be 
done in” Chriſt's Miltkemary Kingdom on Earth; hgh 


- ſame Promiſe is repeated, Rev. 3. ver. 20, 21. J will ſup 
with him, and he with me; to him that overcometh will I 


ant to fit with me in my Throne: All theſe Promiſes will 


e performed in the Millennium. And I muſt refer the 
Reader to the Deſcription of the Millennium by the old 
Prophets at the end of the Sibylline Oracles, which I for- 
merly printed; and to the ane for a fuller Hiſtory of 


the Turks and Saracens Empire, which 1 have not tran- 
ſcribed into theſe Papers.
